1.  JACOB  SHAFFER  was  born  in  Heilbron,  Germany,  in  1797, 
and  married  in  Greenburgh,  Westchester  County,  N.  Y.,  Martha,  born 
1802,  died  1868,  daughter  of  Solomon  and  Rene  (Benton)  Brewer.  He 
died  in  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  in  1863,  and  with  his  wife  is  buried  in  that 
place.  He  is  first  listed  as  a  resident  of  Brooklyn  in  1841,  but  transacted 
business  in  New  York  in  Fulton  Market. 

2.  JACOB  SHAFFER,  son  of  Jacob  and  Martha  (Brewer)  Shaf¬ 
fer,  was  born  in  New  York  City,  September  10,  1833,  and  died  at  83 
Clarkson  Street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  January  14,  1918. 

He  married  in  Brooklyn,  April  2,  1855,  Cordelia,  born  December  18, 
1834,  died  March  10,  1915,  daughter  of  Eliathan  Tompkins  and  Rebecca 
(Ketcham)  Hunt,  and  they  are  buried  in  the  Shaffer  plot,  Greenwood 
Cemetery,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Brooklyn  directories  show  that  he,  his 
brother,  George  IT.  Shaffer,  and  his  brother-in-law,  Eliathan  T.  Hunt, 
resided  together  on  Concord  and  Willoughby  Streets. 

Issue:  Caroline  Shaffer,  died  young;  Jacob  E.  Shaffer,  died  \oung, 
Emma  C.  Shaffer,  married  Benjamin  Moore  and  resides  in  Montclair, 
N.  J.;  Ella  A.  Shaffer,  married  Freeborn  G.  Smith  and  resides  in  San 
Diego,  Cal.;  Jacob  Herbert  Shaffer;  Grace  L.  Shaffer,  married  Otto 
E.  F.  Reich,  M.D.,  and  resides  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

3.  JACOB  HERBERT  SHAFFER,  son  of  Jacob  and  Cordelia 
(Hunt)  Shaffer,  was  bom  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  December  27,  1869, 
and  married,  in  Patchogue,  L.  I.,  December  23,  1896,  Irene  Yates,  born 
July  2,  186S,  daughter  of  James  Wilson  and  Nancy  Davis  (terry) 
Yates.  He  is  a  well  known  lawyer  with  an  office  in  New  \ork  City  and

1.  ELIATHAN  HUNT,  according  to  his  descendants,  was  of  the 
Westchester  County,  N.  Y.,  family,  but  extensive  research  does  not 
reveal  his  parentage.  Wills,  deeds,  mortgages  and  church  records  of 
Westchester,  Dutchess  and  Putnam  Counties,  N.  Y.,  as  well  as  those 
of  New  York  City,  do  not  give  a  clue. 

His  descendants  also  state  that  his  mother  was  a  Tompkins,  and 
related  in  some  way  to  Governor  Tompkins.  Research  as  extensive  as 
that  in  the  Hunt  line  has  been  made  on  that  family  with  no  success. 
The  name  of  his  son  certainly  bears  out  the  family  tradition.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Catherine  Austin,  whose  ancestry  has  proven  as  elusive  as  his 
own.  The  New  York  City  directories  show  that  he  was  residing  there 
from  1815  to  1821,  his  name  not  appearing  after  that  date.  The  family 
state  that  he  removed  to  Charlestown,  S.  C.,  and  died  there. 

His  widow  married  second,  a  Hatfield,  but  when  and  where  she 
died  is  not  known.

further  is  found  of  him  in  that  state  and  he  was  without  doubt  th 
Edward  of  Southold,  L.  I.,  who  owned  land  there  prior  to  16o  .  <L 
earliest  records  of  Southold  are  lost,  and  those  that  remain  are  pub¬ 
lished  in  two  volumes,  which  commence  with  the  des< cnption l  of  » 
owned  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  village,  and  on  page  4,  where  it  enu 
ates  the  different  pieces  of  property  held  by  Wm.  W  ells,  it  s  a  e 
"part  of  it  being  Lt.  Budd’s  land  and  the  highway  that  separates 
lot  of  Edward  Ketcham’s  from  it,”  which  proves  that  Edward  was  a 
land  owner  before  1651.  Page  6  states  that  on  August  8,  16* ,  \\  m. 

Wells  purchased  eight  acres  from  Ensign  Alexander  Bn  an  o 

Conn.,  which  were  Edward  Ketcham’s  in  Southold. 

In  the  description  of  land,  on  page  9,  owned  by  Thomas  Mapes  in 
December,  1652,  is  mentioned  a  certain  parcel  beginning  rom  "a 
Ketcham’s  meadow  and  in  the  description  of  land  owned  JoseP 
Horton,  January  2,  1653,  on  page  18,  is  mentioned  six  acres  ° 
land  which  was  bounded  on  the  northeast  by  land  of  Edward  Ketcham 
and  on  page  21,  regarding  the  land  of  Thomas  Cooper,  dated  Fe^  c  » 
1654,  is  mentioned  “land  late  Edward  Ketcham  s,  now  ^  rs. 
lying  west,”  and  on  December  5,  1655,  page  27,  Matthias  Corwin  own 
land  adjoining  that  of  Mrs.  Wells,  that  belonged  former!}  to  E  wai 
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Ketcham,  and  is  describing  the  land  of  John  Young,  page  33,  February 
2,  1656.  it  was  distinctly  stated  that  Edward  Ketcham  was  deceased  an 
certain  of  his  lands  were  in  possession  of  W  m.  Wells. 

As  Edward  Ketcham  sold  property  in  Southold  in  1654  as  per  above 
statements,  and  died  before  February  2,  1656,  he  was  probably  t  e 
Edward  Ketcham  of  Stratford,  Conn.^whose  will  was  dated  June, 
1655,  and  proven  June  17,  1655.  in  which  he  names  daughters  only, 
Mary  Hannah  and  Esther  (History  of  Strattord,  Conn.,  p.  241), 
although  it  is  generally  conceded  that  he  had  a  son  John  and  perhaps 

Hfi  The  Southold  Traveller  under  date  of  Oct.  28,  1904,  states  his  will 
as  follows:  wife  Isable  or  Hester,  leaving  her  one  third;  daughters 
Hannah  and  Mary;  sons  Samuel  “a  double  portion,”  Thomas,  Jo  n, 
Jonathan.  “Dates  not  readable.” 

2.  JOHN  KETCHAM,  son  of  Edward  Ketcham,  is  listed  in 
Ipswich  in  1648,  and  must  have  been  at  least  21  years  of  age  at  that 
time.  That  he  was  in  Southold,  L.  I.,  before  1653  is  proven  by  his 
purchase  of  property  there  on  the  second  day  of  fourth  month  16o3. 
from  Stephen  Goodyear  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and  is  called  ot  South- 
old.  This  property  was  located  on  a  neck  of  land  called  Hashamom- 
muck,”  and  he  paid  twenty  pounds  for  it.  (Southold  Town  Records, 

Vol.  1,  pp.  115-117.)  _  ii 

On  October  3,  1661,  he,  as  John  Ketcham  of  Setauket.  L.  1.,  sold 

Thomas  Moore,  Sr.,  of  Southold,  his  houses,  lands,  fencings,  etc.,  l}ing 
in  the  above  mentioned  neck,  the  deed  being  witnessed  b\  John  TucKer 

and  Molly  Benner. 

In  Vol.  2,  pp.  94-96,  of  the  same  records,  on  September  29,  1666, 
Lt.  John  Ketcham  and  his  wife  Susan,  of  Huntington,  L.  I.,  convey 
property  in  Southold  to  Thomas  Moore.  This  propert\  was  located  on 
the  north  side  of  “the  River  called  Mahansuk  in  Long  Island,”  and 
consisted  of  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  etc.,  etc.,  which  John  Ketcham 
purchased  also  of  Stephen  Goodyear,  June  2,  1653. 

The  above  deeds  firmly  establish  the  identity  of  John  Ketcham  of 
Southold,  Setauket  and  Huntington,  L.  I.,  as  being  one  and  the 

same  man. 

The  Colonial  Records  of  Connecticut,  1636-1665,  page  390,  state 
that  John  Ketcham,  wras  appointed  Constable  at  Setauket,  L.  I.,  b\  me 
General  Assemblv  held  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  October  9,  1662,  and  on 
page  428,  at  the  same  Assembly,  held  May  12,  1664,  he  was  appointed 
Commissioner  for  Setauket.  He  must  have  taken  up  his  residence  in 
Huntington  shortly  after  this,  for  in  Documents  relating  to  the  History 
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Of  New  York  State,  Vol.  14,  p.  565,  John  Ketcham  of  Huntington  on 
March  1  1665,  is  named  as  Deputy  to  a  convent.on  held  in  Hempstea 
"  d  »  November  30. 1666,  i.  named  i„  .be  Paren,  of  JJ' 

maiden  name  of  his  wife  Susan  has  not  been  found.  They  probab  y 
both  died  in  Huntington,  but  no  proof  has  been  ascertained  and  i 
fair  to  assume,  documentary  proof  lacking,  that  Jo  n,  ^amue  an 
Edward  Ketcham,  all  of  Huntington  in  16/2,  were  the  sons  of  John 

and  Susan. 

JOHN  KETCHAM,  son  of  John  and  Susan  Ketcham,  was  of 
HiUm  L.  L.  in  .672  end  .be  c«»,«.  oM®5  «f  <be.

in  the  Documentary  History  of  New  .York,  \  ol.  2,  p.  , 
he  was  the  owner  of  two  horses,  four  oxen,  three  cows,  six  sheep  two 
bogs  and  nine  acres  of  land,  and  in  1683,  is  rated  as  worth  eighty-  ou 
pounds.  He  purchased  land  in  Huntington  trorn  Content  Titus .  of 
Newtown,  December  1,  1675,  and  of  John  Mathews  October  15,  1  , 

and  in  both  conveyances  he  is  called  a  carpenter.  (  untmgton  ou 
Rerords  Vol.  1  pp.  214,  269).  He  served  as  overseer  in  1683  and  as 
Commissioner  in  1687,  and  was  Town  Clerk  1695,  1699,  and  Trustee 
of  the  town  1710,  1711,  1713,  1714.  (Huntington  Town  Records,  \  ol.  1, 

p.  488;  Vol.  2,  pp.  175,242,301,305,309,311,318.) 

He  married  Elizabeth,  maiden  name  not  found,  but  they  were  pro 
ably  married  late  in  1673,  as  he  registered  his  children  as  follows >  m

Samuel  Ketcham,  brother  of  John,  recorded  his  first  born  m  Hunt¬ 
ington  in  1672,  and  Edward  is  shown  to  have  had  wife  Mai \  at i  i 
styled  a  tailor  and  exchanged  land  in  Huntington  with  John  judder 
in  1684.  (Town  Records  of  Huntington,  Vol.  1,  pp.  36+,  A 
427,  466.) 

The  early  Ketchams  of  Long  Island  have  long  been  a  genealogical 
problem,  and  it  has  been  published  several  times  that  John  of  -  ew  ou 
and  John  of  Huntington  and  Setauket  were  the  same  man.  I  e  a  o\ 
notes  absolutely  settle  John  of  Southold,  of  Setauket  an  un  in*  ^ 
as  being  the  same  party,  but  who  John  of  Newtown  might  w,  ..’.c 
compiler  has  not  decided,  only  to  be  sure  of  the  fact  that  le 
the  John  with  wife  Elizabeth  of  Huntington,  for  he  was  contemporary 

with  him. 
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The  Documentary  History  of  New  \ork,  Vol.  2,  p.  359,  shows  that 
John  of  Newtown,  in  1675,  had  three  males  in  his  family  of  age,  and 
owned  45  acres,  1  horse,  5  oxen,  3  cows  and  30  sheep,  and  in  1683 
Samuel,  John  and  Philip  are  listed,  probably  the  three  in  the  first 
census.  At  this  time  John  of  Huntington  is  listed  in  the  same  census  as 
given  above  prior  to  this  one,  which  is  one  proof  that  they  were  dif¬ 
ferent  men.  It  has  also  been  stated  that  this  John  of  Newtown  (and 
wife  Bethia)  was  the  father  of  John  of  Huntington,  but  John  of  New¬ 
town  and  his  wife,  Bethia  Richardson,  did  not  marry  until  after  or 
on  February  26,  1676/7,  as  per  New  York  Marriage  Licenses,  p.  212, 
and  John  of  Newtown  died  intestate  in  that  place,  and  on  May  17,  1697, 
letters  of  administration  were  granted  to  his  wife  Bethia,  all  of 
which  show's  they  could  not  have  been  the  parents  of  John,  Samuel 
and  Edwrard,  residents  of  Huntington  in  1672  and  up  to  1714  in¬ 
clusive  as  previously  stated.  (See  New  \ork  Record,  \  ol.  47,  pp.  86, 
87,  88 ;  Vol.  54,  p.  399 ;  New  York  Wills,  Vol.  1,  pp.  64,  276 ;  Vol.  2,  pp. 

2,  114;  Bunker’s  Long  Island  Genealogies.)  There  is  ample  evidence 
that  John  of  Newtown  and  John  of  Huntington  wrere  two  distinct 

persons. 

When  John  of  Huntington  died  has  not  been  found,  but  he  w*as 
living  in  1714. 

4.  PHILIP  KETCHAM,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Ketcham,  was 
bom  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  March  7,  1691,  and  died  there  January  5, 
1770.  He  married  first,  Phebe,  w'hose  maiden  name  has  not  been  found, 
who  died  in  Huntington,  February  10,  1737/8,  in  her  47th  year.  He 
married  second,  January  18,  1738/9,  Elizabeth  Platt,  widow  of 
Nathaniel  Williams,  and  they  are  all  buried  in  the  old  Huntington 

Cemetery,  their  grave  stones  still  standing. 

He  was  chosen  Tax  Collector  of  Huntington  in  1/16,  and  was  for 
many  years  Assessor  and  Surveyor ;  also  had  charge  of  intestate  estates. 
He  served  the  towm  as  Trustee  in  1/32,  and  on  May  1,  173o,  was 
President  of  the  Trustees;  elected  Towm  Clerk,  May  1,  1/44,  May  7, 
1745,  May  5,  1747,  and  Towm  Treasurer,  May  7,  1745,  May  5,  1/47 
(Town  Records  of  Huntington,  Vol.  2,  pp.  330,  368,  371,  399,  401, 
406).  His  children  as  he  recorded  them  in  the  Town  Records,  \  ol.  2, 
p.  371,  were:  Philip,  born  February  26,  1716 ;  Uriah,  born  October  11, 
1719;  Phebe,  born  October  9,  1721;  Solomon,  born  June  8,  1724; 
Sarah,  born  January  29,  1726;  Mary,  born  January  20,  1729;  Isaac, 
bom  February'  14,  1734;  which  show's  they  w'ere  all  by  his  first 
wife.  He  made  his  will  in  Huntington,  April  21,  1769,  which  wras 
proven  February  5,  1//0,  in  which  he  bequeatns  his  widow  Elizabeth, 
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the  use  of  his  west  dwelling  house  as  long  as  she  is  his  widow,  also 
certain  furniture  and  animals  and  one  negro  girl.  He  names  his  sons, 
Solomon  and  Isaac,  and  daughter,  Phebe  Youngs.  The  remainder  of 
his  children  probably  pre-deceased  him.  He  owned  large  acreage  and 
gave  each  of  his  sons  a  negro  boy,  and  states  that  his  daughter,  Phebe 
Youngs,  has  three  children.  He  also  mentions  his  brother  John. 

There  is  a  suggestion  in  the  will  that  his  wife  Phebe  or  his  mother 
Elizabeth  was  a  Whitman,  for  while  stating  where  he  secured  the  lands 
he  was  dividing  between  his  sons,  in  each  case,  he  tells  that  he  pur¬ 
chased  it,  and  from  whom,  but  when  he  mentions  certain  fields,  he  uses 
the  statement  “that  I  had  of  Joseph  YV  hitman,  and  fails  to  sa}  he  pur¬ 
chased  it.  (New  York  Wills,  Vol.  7,  pp.  311-313.) 

4.  DAVID  KETCHAM,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Ketcham,  was 
bom  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  August  19,  1695.  Whom  he  married  is  not 
known,  and  the  only  reference  made  to  him  in  the  Town  Records  is  in 
Vol.  2,  p.  359,  when  he  was  made  Constable,  on  May  7,  1728,  and  the 
Scudder  Manuscript  in  Huntington  names  only  one  child  as  his  issue, 
called  Joshua. 

5.  SOLOMON  KETCHAM,  son  of  Philip  and  Phebe  Ketcham, 
was  born  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  June  8,  1724,  and  married  there  January 
30,  1750/1,  Hannah  Conkling,  born  March  24,  1729,  died  March  3, 
1784.  He  made  his  will  September  30,  1781,  which  was  proven  October 
22,  1781,  and  which  is  filed  in  New  York  (Published  New  York  wills, 
Vol.  10,  p.  151).  He  bequeaths  his  wife  Hannah,  a  horse  and  chair  and 
one  negro  girl  named  Leah,  six  cows,  the  use  of  half  of  his  buildings, 
and  one-fourth  of  his  farm  as  long  as  she  remains  his  widow.  He 
mentions  his  daughter,  Mary  Sands,  and  her  four  children,  Elizabeth, 
Sarah,  Daniel  and  Hannah  Sands;  daughter  Sarah  Ketcham;  daughter 
Hannah  Ketcham;  sons  Philip,  Solomon,  Conkling,  Platt.  His  wife 
Hannah  made  her  will  February  3,  1784,  which  was  proven  March  6, 
1784.  (New  York  Wills,  Vol.  10,  p.  205).  She  left  practically  all  she 
had  to  her  daughters,  Sarah  and  Hannah  Ketcham,  and  her  youngest 
son,  Platt. 

Their  children,  as  given  in  the  Town  Records  of  Huntington,  Vol.  2, 
p.  435,  are  Philip,  born  July  5,  1752;  Mary,  born  March  18,  1/54; 
Daniel,  born  October  10,  1755  ;  Solomon,  born  April  6,  1757 ;  Conkling, 
born  December  22,  1758;  John,  born  August  7,  1763  ;  Sarah,  born  April 
15,  1765;  Platt,  born  March  5,  1769,  and  Hannah,  born  January  28, 
1773.  Solomon  Ketcham  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  the  old  cemetery 
at  Huntington,  and  their  grave  stones  are  still  standing. 


. 
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Solomon  Ketcham  served  the  town  of  Huntington  in  numerous 
capacities,  his  longest  service  being  that  of  Town  Clerk  from  1/H 
until  his  death.  He  served  on  the  War  Committee,  which  was  formed 
January  29,  1776,  each  member  devoted  to  the  cause  of  the  Colonies. 

He  signed  the  Articles  of  Association  for  the  American  cause  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolutionary  War  on  May  S,  1775,  according  to  Mather,  p. 
433,  in  his  Refugees  of  1776  from  Long  Island  to  Connecticut,  who 
also  states  that  he  remained  at  home  during  the  War  and  was  forced 
to  work  on  the  fort  at  Lloyd's  Neck,  and  this  has  been  accepted  by  the 
D.  A.  R.,  Vol.  63,  p.  161  of  their  publications,  under  No.  62479.  How¬ 
ever  that  may  be,  the  Town  Records  of  Huntington,  Vol.  3,  pp.  4  and 
15  of  the  Appendix,  show  the  following  items,  the  first  three  para¬ 
graphs  being  under  the  heading,  “Copy  of  Receipts  signed  by  officers 
of  the  British  Army  &c.  not  paid,"  and  those  following  under  “claims 
for  property  taken  or  destroyed  and  no  receipts  given,  against  officers 


of  the  British  Army." 

“Huntington,  May  15,  1777.  I  do  hereby  certify  that  Mr.  Solo¬ 
mon  Ketcham  has  furnished  a  wagon  and  two  horses  19  da\s  em¬ 
ployed  wfith  same  carting  provisions  and  8  days  Parting  wood  tor 
the"  3rd  Battalion  of  Brigadier  General  De  Lancey's  Brigade. 

Signed  by  Michael  Houseal,  O.  M.’  .  .  r  , 

“June  7,  1777.  Solomon  Ketcham  supplied  the  hospital  ot  the 

2nd  and  3rd  Battalion  of  General  De  Lancey’s  Brigade  from  Dec. 
10  1776  with  64  quarts  of  milk  and  100  and  124*4  quarts  ot  cider. 

'  “Sept.  5,  1780.  Received  from  Solomon  Ketcham,  hay  tor  41 
horses  one  night,  belonging  to  the  O.  M.  Signed  W  alter  Angus. 

“July  3,  1783.  Claims  made  by  Estate  ot  Solomon  Ketcham: 
Dec.  1778.  *  504  feet  of  board  taken  by  Q.  M.  Davis  of  the  British 
Legion  and  carried  to  Jericho;  5  shocks  of  oats  by  troops  under 
Colonel  Birch;  22  shocks  of  oats  and  9  bushels  of  com  by  Q.  M. 
Mitchel ;  and  after  Col.  Birch  left  town  this  com  was  taken  and 

destroyed.^,  4g()  feet  of  pine  boards  by  the  Queen  Rangers. 

Aug.' 1779.'  26  bushel  of  oats  by  Col.  Simcoe’s  soldier  rangers." 


5.  JOSHUA  KETCHAM,  son  of  David  Ketcham,  was  bom  about 
1716,  as  his  marriage  to  Jerusha  W  hitman  is  recorded  in  the  Hunting- 
ton  First  Church  records  as  taking  place  June  6,  1737.  lie  is  last  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Towm  Records  of  Huntington  in  the  assessment  of  prop¬ 
erty  in  1782,  when  the  amount  against  his  name  is  two  hundred  and 

fifteen  pounds. 

The  only  offices  he  appears  to  have  held  were  minor  ones  as  fence 
viewer,  overseer  of  highways  and  to  care  for  fires,  all  dating  from  1/58 
to  1776.  (Town  Records  of  Huntington,  Vol.  2,  pp.  436,  444,  457 ,  466, 
487,  492,  504,  510,  513,  515,  521,  538.)

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He  made  his  will  January  16,  1787,  which  was  proven  Jam»nr*6, 
1787  in  which  he  names  his  wife  Jerusha  and  sons  Israel,  Zebulon, 
Reuben,  Joshua,  Phillipp,  David ;  grandson  Ketcham  Terry;  daughters 
Rebecca  Buffet,  Margaret  Brush,  Phebe  Purdy.  (Calendar  of  Wills, 


p.  230.) 

The  Refugees  from  Long  Island  to  Connecticut,  p.  1063,  states  that 
he  signed  the  Articles  of  Association  for  the  American  Cause  on  May 
8,  1775.  The  inhabitants  of  Huntington,  although  loyal  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  side  of  the  Revolutionary  Wrar,  were  obliged  to  submit  to  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the  British  Troops,  who  were  quartered  in  their  town,  and  in 
the  Appendix  to  the  Town  Records  of  Huntington,  \  ol.  3,  p.  1,  shows 
Joshua  Ketcham,  among  others,  was  one  of  the  above  mentioned  inhabi¬ 
tants,  as  follows : 

Copy  of  Receipts  by  Officers  of  the  British  Army  &c.,  not  paid: 

“Huntington  South,  Feb.  18,  1772.  Joshua  Ketcham  certified 
ten  horses  belonging  to  Queens  Co.  Brigades,  now  employed  cart¬ 
ing  forrage  for  the  Commanding  General,  have  been  rationed  one 
night  on  salt  hay  of  Joshua  Ketcham.  Signed  by  John  Hewlett, 
Supt.  Forage.” 

“Feb.  8,  1782.  Received  from  Joshua  Ketcham,  nine  hundreds 
of  salt  hay  into  his  Majesty’s  Magazine  at  Hempstead^  for  the  use 
of  the  17th  Dragoons.  Signed  by  Jno.  Jarvis,  A.  C.  F. 

“Nov.  21,  1780,  Fluntington,  South.  Received  from  Joshua 
Ketcham,  one  night’s  hay  and  one  bushel  of  Indian  com  for  7 
horses  belonging  to  the  17th  Light  Dragoons.  Signed  by  Mark  Ken, 
Lt.  of  the  Light  Dragoons.” 

The  history  of  Huntington  in  the  History  of  Suffolk  County,  L.  I., 
states  that  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Meeting  House  in  Huntington, 
January  29,  1776,  a  Wrar  Committee  w'as  chosen,  consisting  of  the  sub¬ 
stantial  freeholders  and  devoted  to  the  cause  of  the  Colonies,  and 
among  the  names  are  those  of  Joshua  and  Solomon  Ketcham. 

The  children  of  Joshua  and  Jerusha  Ketcham  as  named  on  p.  513, 
.  in  the  Scudder  Manuscript  at  Huntington  were:  Joshua,  baptized  May 
7,  1738;  Zebulon,  baptized  November  30,  1740;  Israel,  baptized  January 
30,  1742/3;  Reuben,  baptized  April  29,  1744;  David,  baptized  January 
14,  1747;  Philip,  baptized  August  10,  1750;  also  Phebe,  who  married 
Seth  Purdy. 


6.  PHILIP  KETCHAM,  son  of  Solomon  and  Hannah  (Conkling) 
Ketcham,  was  born  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  July  5,  1752,  and  married 
there,  February  20,  1772,  Susanna  Brush,  baptized  July  7,  17a4,  died 
May  18,  1845.  About  1775  he  left  Huntington  and  settled  on  a  farm 
on  the  east  side  of  West  Neck  at  Huntington  South,  and  died  June  18, 
1830.  He  and  his  wife  were  buried  in  the  Travis  Cemetery  on  the  west 
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border  of  Travis  Brook,  but  their  bodies  were  removed  to  the  plot  in 
Amity ville,  L.  I.,  now  owned  by  Solomon  Ketcham  of  that  town. 
Susan,  their  daughter,  who  died  November  24,  1813,  is  buried  in  the 
same  plot  as  well  as  Platt,  their  son,  who  died  December  21,  1857,  and 
who  was  the  father  of  Solomon,  who  married  Esther  Wanser,  the 
parents  of  Solomon,  the  owner  of  the  cemetery  plot. 

The  children  of  Philip  Ketcham  and  his  wife,  as  given  in  the  Scud- 
der  Manuscript  of  Huntington,  are  John,  bom  August  23,  1773 ;  Mary, 
March  1,  1776;  Daniel,  April  16,  1778;  Phebe,  August  22,  1780;  Sarah, 
February  25,  1783;  Philip,  June  2,  1785;  Platt,  November  23,  1787; 
Susan,  November  25,  1794;  and  Ira,  July  14,  1800. 

One  Philip  signed  the  Articles  of  Association  in  Huntington.  May 
8,  1775  (Mather,  p.  1063),  but  whether  it  was  this  Philip  or  Philip,  son 
of  Joshua,  the  compiler  cannot  determine,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that 
either  one  of  them  assisted  the  British  even  through  force.  The  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  American  Revolution,  Vol.  63,  p.  161,  under  No.  62479,  have 
accepted  this  Philip  as  the  one  who  signed  the  Association  Test. 

6.  PHILIP  KETCHAM,  son  of  Joshua  and  Jerusha  (Whitman) 
Ketcham,  was  baptized  in  the  First  Church  at  Huntington,  L.  I., 
August  10,  1750,  and  married  there,  November  26,  1775,  Deborah 
Conkling,  daughter  of  Israel  and  Deborah  (Smith)  Conkling. 

The  date  of  his  death  has  not  been  found,  but  he  was  living  in 
Huntington  in  1790  and  was  dead  before  May  1,  1808,  as  on  that  date 
his  brothers  and  sister  signed  a  deed,  transferring  property  to  his 
brother  Joshua,  and  he  is  not  named.  (Scudder  Mss.,  pp.  513,  557.) 
There  was  an  old  Ketcham  Cemetery  in  Babylon  in  1913,  with  seven 
stones  in  it  in  a  wretched  condition,  and  the  probabilities  are  that  they 
are  buried  there,  as  they  resided  in  Huntington  South.  Solomon 
Ketcham,  now  living  at  Amityville,  states  that  Philip  lived  in  Amitvville. 

He  may  have  been  the  Philip  who  signed  the  Articles  of  Associa¬ 
tion  referred  to  under  Philip,  son  of  Solomon. 

The  names  of  his  children  have  not  been  found,  excepting  that  of 
his  daughter  Phebe. 

Solomon  Ketcham  or  Amityville.  L.  I.,  wrote  the  compiler,  October 
13,  1926,  that  '‘Rebecca  Hunt’s  father  was  Daniel  Ketcham  and  her 
mother  was  Phebe  Ketcham,”  and  that  “three  of  Philip  Ketcham’s 
sons  married  three  of  Philip  Ketcham’s  daughters,  the  two  Philips 
being  distantly  related.’" 

7.  DANIEL  KETCHAM,  son  of  Philip  and  Susanna  (Brush) 
Ketcham,  was  bom  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  April  16,  177S,  and  married 
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in  Farmingdale,  L.  I.,  February  3,  1799,  Phebe  Ketcham,  bom  March 
26,  1780,  daughter  of  Philip  and  Deborah  (Conkling)  Ketcham.  He 
died  December  20,  1818. 

The  family  record,  perused  by  the  compiler  in  1926,  was  owned  by 
Peter  V.  Ketcham  of  Farmingdale,  L.  I.,  who  is  the  son  of  Nathaniel 
Ketcham,  son  of  Philip  Ketcham  who  was  brother  to  Rebecca 
(Ketcham)  Hunt,  and  it  read  as  follows: 

“Daniel  Ketcham  married  Phebe  Ketcham  February  3,  1799,  in 
Farmingdale.  Daniel  was  born  April  16,  1778,  and  Phebe,  March  26, 
1780.  Daniel  died  December  20,  1818.  Their  children  were:  Phillip, 
bom  June  24,  1800;  Sarah,  bom  November  8,  1802;  Hannah,  bom 
December  17,  1804 ;  Nathaniel,  born  May  5,  1807 ;  Oliver,  born  October 
3,  1809;  a  child  bom  September  12,  1811,  died  September  19,  1811; 
Rebecca,  born  November  4,  1812;  Mary,  born  July  21,  1815;  Conklin, 
bom  February  20,  18 — ;  Rozata,  born  October  27, - 

The  Cemetery  at  Farmingdale  shows  that  Phebe,  wife  of  Daniel 
Ketcham,  was  born  March  26,  1780,  died  aged  84  years.  Daniel  is 
buried  in  Amityville.  Their  son  Philip  is  buried  in  Farmingdale,  born 
June  4,  1800,  and  died  February  5,  1863;  also  his  wife  Louisa,  born 
September  26,  1806,  died  October  19,  1886,  who  may  have  been  and 
probably  was  the  “Aunt  Louisa”  who  signed  the  above  family  record, 
she  then  residing  at  409  Tompkins  Avenue,  Brooklyn.  In  that  record 
she  states  that  Daniel  Ketcham  was  son  of  Philip  and  Susanna  (Brush) 
Ketcham,  and  that  Deborah  Ketcham  was  Deborah  Conkling. 

7.  PHEBE  KETCHAM,  daughter  of  Philip  and  Deborah  (Conk¬ 
ling)  Ketcham,  was  born  March  26,  1780,  and  died  November  2,  1864, 
as  the  wife  of  Daniel  Ketcham,  bom  April  16,  1788,  died  December  20, 
1818,  whom  she  married  in  Farmingdale,  L.  I.,  February  3,  1799. 

See  Daniel  Ketcham  No.  7. 

8.  REBECCA  KETCHAM,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Phebe 
(Ketcham)  Ketcham,  was  born  November  14,  1812,  and  died  January 
22,  1910,  in  Lynbrook,  L.  I.,  where  she  had  resided  for  a  number  of 
years.  She  is  buried  in  Shaffer  plot  in  Greenwood  Cemetery.  She  mar¬ 
ried  Eliathan  Tompkins  Hunt,  bom  August  9,  1811,  died  February  26, 
1894,  according  to  his  death  certificate.

1.  ROBERT  BARTLETT  was  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  in  1632, 
probably  arriving  in  the  ship  Lion  in  September  of  that  year.  He 
became  a  proprietor  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  but  about  1655  removed  to 
Northampton,  Mass.,  where,  in  King  Philip’s  War  he  was  killed  bv 
the  Indians,  March  14,  1676.  Nothing  has  been  found  concerning  his 
wife,  excepting  that  her  Christian  name  was  Anne. 

Issue:  Samuel,  Nathaniel,  Abigail,  Deborah. 

2.  ABIGAIL  BARTLETT,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Anne  Bartlett, 
married  in  Northampton,  Mass.,  December  17,  1657,  as  his  second 
wife,  John  Stebbins,  born  in  England,  1626,  died  March  7,  1679.  She 
married  second,  December  28,  1681,  Jedediah  Strong,  and  died  October 
10,  1710,  at  South  Hadley  Falls.

1.  EDWARD  BENTON  was  born  in  the  parish  of  Epping,  County 
Essex,  England,  February  24,  1600,  and  married  there,  January  15, 
1626,  Alice  Purden,  whose  date  of  death  has  not  been  found.  He  emi¬ 
grated  to  New  England  and  was  of  Guilford,  Conn.,  in  1640,  although 
he  was  not  a  freeman  until  May  19,  1651.  He  married  second,  Anne, 
maiden  name  not  known,  but  she  is  recorded  as  the  mother  of  his 
children,  in  Guilford  records.  She  was  buried  there  August  22,  1671, 
and  he  died  there  October  28,  1680. 

Edward  Benton  of  Guilford,  Conn.,  made  his  will  there,  March  7, 
1675/6,  which  was  proven  November  10,  1680.  It  is  recorded  in  Book 
C  of  the  Town  Records,  p.  30.  He  mentions  his  children  as :  Zacheus, 
a  cripple;  Edward;  Hannah  Akerly;  Mary  Tharp;  Sarah  Wright; 
Tabitha  Benton;  widow  of  son  Daniel;  and  Andrew.  The  witnesses 
were  John  Fowler  and  William  Johnson. 

The  Town  Records  of  Guilford  name  the  following  children  bom 
there:  Hannah,  September  28,  1640;  Mary,  February  2,  1642;  John, 
June  10,  1643 ;  Tabitha,  1645  ;  Elizabeth,  June  3,  1647 ;  Sarah,  Novem¬ 
ber  4,  1650;  Zacheus,  1652;  Eliza,  April  3,  1654. 

The  compiler  of  “Edward  Benton  and  His  Descendants”  shows  that 
Edward,  before  coming  to  Guilford,  had  Edward,  born  1636;  Daniel, 
1638,  and  Andrew,  1639. 
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2.  ANDREW  BENTON,  son  of  Edward  and  Anne  Benton,  was 
bom  in  1639,  and  married  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  February  4,  1664,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Ralph,  who  died  October  27,  1713.  He  inherited  from  his  father 
the  home  lot  on  which  the  latter  spent  his  last  days,  on  Crooked  Street, 
now  State,  containing  three  acres,  with  another  piece  adjoining  of  eight 
acres.  This  property  in  1900  was  still  held  by  his  descendants. 

Issue,  as  per  the  vital  records  of  Guilford:  James,  born  December 
1,  1665;  Joseph,  bom  February  4,  1668;  John,  bom  April  17,  1672; 
Andrew,  who  according  to  Land  Records,  died  unmarried;  Elizabeth, 
born  June  4,  1677;  Jabez,  born  April  28,  1680. 

3.  JAMES  BENTON,  son  of  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  (Ralph) 
Benton,  was  born  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  December  1,  1665,  and  married, 
August  2,  1694,  Hannah  Bushnell  of  Savbrook,  Conn.,  born  Novem¬ 
ber  10,  1670,  died  September  22,  1756.  He  died  November  7,  1733. 

James  Benton  made  his  will  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  November  6,  1731, 
which  was  proven  there  December  5,  1733.  He  mentions  wife  Hannah ; 
eldest  son,  James,  leaving  him  land  near  "my  brother  Jabez” ;  sons 
Joseph  and  Jedediah ;  daughters,  Hannah,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Thankful. 
He  made  his  wife  and  his  sons,  James  and  Joseph,  his  executors,  and 
the  witnesses  to  his  will  were  Samuel  Hill,  Sr.  and  Jr.,  and  Huldah 
Hill,  Jr.  (Probate  Office,  Book  3,  p.  99.) 

4.  JAMES  BENTON,  son  of  James  and  Hannah  (Bushnell) 
Benton,  was  born  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  in  1700,  and  was  married  there 
by  Rev.  Moses  Noyes,  March  11,  1718/19,  to  Experience  Stocker, 
daughter  of  Edward  Stocker  of  Lyme,  Conn.  The  date  of  her  death 
has  not  been  found,  but  he  died  August  30,  1785.  A  deed  recorded  in 
Guilford,  Book  10,  p.  232,  states  that  Paul  Belding  and  wife  Eliza¬ 
beth  of  Wheatley,  Mass.,  quit  claim  to  James  Benton  of  Ashfield, 
Mass.,  all  their  right  in  the  estate  of  Elias  Benton,  son  of  said  James 
and  late  husband  of  said  Elizabeth  Belding.  It  is  dated  June  30,  1772, 
which  shows  that  James  Benton  at  that  period  was  residing  in  Ashfield, 
Mass.,  and  his  wife  may  have  died  in  that  place. 

Issue:  James,  born  January  1,  1720;  Mary,  born  September  25, 
1722;  Lucy,  born  October  14,  1724;  Submit,  bom  April  20,  1729; 
Thankful,  born  September  30,  1732;  Elias,  born  July  6,  1735;  Edward, 
bom  April  12,  1741.  The  Benton  Genealogy  gives  other  children  as 
David,  Beza,  and  Hannah,  but  they  were  issue  of  one  James,  who 
married  Margaret  Naughtye. 

5.  EDWARD  BENTON,  son  of  James  and  Experience  (Stocker) 
Benton,  was  bom  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  April  12,  1741,  and  married  there, 
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May  28,  1756,  Leah  Leete,  born  there  March  7,  1740.  He  removed  to 
New  York  State,  probably  to  the  neighborhood  of  Tarrytown,  and 
died  in  October,  1794.  The  date  of  her  death  has  not  been  found,  but 
he  married  second,  Mary  Washbume,  who  died  in  New  York  in  1825. 

The  History  of  Guilford,  Conn.,  p.  449,  states  that  he,  as  Sergeant, 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a  member  of  Humphreys  Company, 
April  10,  1777,  and  on  April  6,  1781,  he  was  transferred  to  the  invalid 
corps. 

The  Connecticut  Historical  Society’s  Collections,  Vol.  12,  mention 
him  on  pages  24,  164,  231  as  serving  1777-1781 ;  Vol.  8,  p.  88,  the  same ; 
•  p.  191,  in  Capt.  Landon’s  Company,  etc. ;  and  Connecticut  in  the  Revo¬ 
lution,  p.  206,  states  that  he  enlisted  April  10,  1771,  under  General 
Humphrey  and  that  on  April  6,  1781,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Invalid 
Corps ;  p.  296,  he  is  listed  in  the  Invalid  Corps,  which  was  discharged 
April  23,  1783. 

Issue,  as  per  the  vital  records  of  Guilford:  Jesse,  born  December  1, 
1759;  Clarinda,  May  23,  1760;  Chandler,  January  31,  1764;  Rene, 
October  1,  1766;  Jesse,  February  12,  1769. 

6.  RENE  BENTON,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Leah  (Leete) 
Benton,  was  bom  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  as  per  the  vital  records  of  that 
place,  October  1,  1766,  and  married,  as  his  second  wife,  Solomon 
Brewer.  They  are  buried  in  the  Sleepy  Hollow  Cemetery  at  Tarry- 
town,  N.  Y.  She  died  December  28,  1844,  and  he  on  March  18,  1824.

1.  DANIEL  BREWER,  with  wife  and  family,  came  to  New  Eng¬ 
land  in  the  ship  Lion,  which  arrived  at  Boston,  September  16,  1632. 
He  settled  in  Roxburv,  Mass.,  where  he  was  made  freeman,  May  14, 
1634,  and  where  he  died  March  28,  1646. 

He  married  in  England,  Joanna,  maiden  name  not  known,  who 
died  in  Boxbury,  February  7,  1689,  aged  87  years. 

Daniel  Brewer  made  his  will  in  Roxbury,  12,  11,  1645,  which  was 
proven  20,  3,  1647,  in  which  he  names  his  wife,  Joanna,  sons,  Daniel 
and  Nathaniel,  and  daughters,  Ann,  Joanna  and  Sarah. 

2.  DANIEL  BREWER,  son  of  Daniel  and  Joanna  Brewer,  was 
born  in  England  in  1624,  and  came  to  New  England  with  his  parents 
in  1632.  He  married  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  November  5,  1652,  Hannah, 
daughter  of  Isaac  Morrill.  She  was  bom  16  of  7  mo.,  1636,  and  died 
October  6,  1717.  He  died  January  9,  1708,  aged  84  years. 

In  1666  he  became  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artil¬ 
lery  Company  of  Boston,  Mass. 

3.  DANIEL  BREWER,  son  of  Daniel  and  Hannah  (Morrill) 
Brewer,  was  born  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  February  7,  1668/9,  and  was 
graduated  from  Harvard  in  1687,  and  became  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  May  16,  1694,  retaining  that  charge  until 
his  death,  November  5,  1733.

4.  NATHANIEL  BREWER,  son  of  Daniel  and  Katherine 
(Chauncey)  Brewer,  was  born  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  July  25,  1711, 
and  died  there  March  11,  1796.  He  married  in  August,  1740,  Eunice, 
bom  September  10,  1707,  died  December  25,  1774,  daughter  of  Jerijah 
and  Thankful  (Stebbins)  Strong. 

He  was  early  made  Deacon  in  the  First  Church  and  held  that  office 
for  53  years,  until  his  death. 

At  a  town  meeting  held  in  Springfield,  July  12,  1774,  after  alarming 
letters  were  received  from  Boston,  he,  as  Deacon  Nathaniel  Brewer, 
was  one  of  a  committee  to  draw  up  certain  patriotic  resolutions.  In 
February,  1777,  town  committees  of  safety  met  at  Northampton  and  at 
the  close  of  that  year,  Deacon  Nathaniel  Brewer  headed  the  committee 
on  the  proposed  articles  of  confederation  among  the  states.  (Spring- 
field  1636-1886,  p.  287.)

5.  SOLOMON  BREWER,  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Eunice  (Strong) 
Brewer,  was  born  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  June  5,  1746,  and  died  in 
Greenburgh  (Tarrytown),  N.  Y.,  March  18,  1824.  He  married  first,  in 
Springfield,  Martha  Smith,  whose  date  of  death  has  not  been  found, 
but  by  whom  he  had  eight  children.  He  married  second,  date  not 
found,  Rene,  born  October  1,  1766,  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  died  December 
28,  1844,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Leah  (Leete)  Benton  of  Guilford, 
Conn. 

He  located  in  Guilford  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  where  he 
worked  as  a  stone  mason,  but  finally  removed  to  Greenburgh  (Tarry- 
town),  N.  Y.,  where  he  and  his  wife  both  died,  and  they  are  buried  in 
the  Sleepy  Hollow  Cemetery.  He  was  the  father  of  ten  children  by 
his  second  wife,  but  outside  of  Joshua  B.,  Sally,  Horace,  Polly,  Beta, 
Erastus  and  Martha,  their  names  have  not  been  found. 

Solomon  Brewer  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  from  Spring- 
field,  Mass.,  as  Sergeant  or  Clerk,  Major  Andrew  Colton’s  Company 
of  Minute  Men,  which  marched  April  20,  1775,  in  response  to  the 
alarm  of  April  19,  1775 ;  also  Ensign,  Captain  Reuben  Munn’s  Com¬ 
pany;  return  of  men  who  marched  to  camp  August  22,  1776,  to  join 
Col.  Dike’s  Regiment,  dated  Dorchester,  September  27,  1776,  etc. ; 
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Lieut.  Capt.  John  Morgan’s  Company,  detached  from  militia  of  Hamp¬ 
shire  and  Worcester  Counties,  to  guard  stores  and  magazines  at  Spring- 
field  and  Brookfield.  (Mass.  Soldiers  and  Sailors  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution,  p.  469.) 

His  name  is  on  the  monument  in  Tarrvtown,  erected  to  the  heroes 
of  the  Revolution. 

6.  MARTHA  BREWER,  daughter  of  Solomon  and  Rene  (Ben¬ 
ton)  Brewer,  was  born  in  Greenburgh  (Tarrvtown),  N.  Y.,  in  1802, 
and  married  Jacob  Shaffer,  bom  1797,  died  1863.  She  died  in  1868.

1.  THOMAS  BRUSH  was  born  in  England  about  1610,  and  was 
of  Southold,  L.  I.,  before  1656.  He  removed  to  Huntington,  L.  I., 
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where,  in  1666,  he  was  admitted  a  freeman  to  the  Connecticut  Colony, 
where  he  died  intestate  in  1675,  his  son  Thomas  being  made  adminis¬ 
trator  September  10  of  that  year.  (Sessions  Book  I,  p.  06,  at  River- 
head,  L.  I. 

He  married  Rebecca,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Allsaebrook) 
Conkling. 

Issue:  Thomas,  Richard,  John,  Rebecca. 

2.  JOHN  BRUSH,  son  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  (Conkling)  Brush, 
was  bom  about  1650,  and  received  land  in  West  Neck,  Huntington, 
L.  I.,  in  1682,  and  his  share  in  his  father’s  estate,  June  11,  1677.  From 
1693  to  1714  he  was  Constable  or  Trustee  of  Huntington  most  of  the 
time.  He  married  Elizabeth,  bom  September  15,  1665,  daughter  of 
Isaac  Platt,  and  they  were  living  in  1740,  causing  a  legal  contest  between 
their  sons  Isaac  and  Samuel  as  to  their  maintenance. 

3.  SAMUEL  BRUSH,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Platt)  Brush, 
joined  the  church  in  Huntington,  July  29,  1730.  The  name  of  his  first 
wife,  the  mother  of  his  children,  is  not  known,  but  he  married  second, 
in  Huntington,  Martha  (Oldfield)  Huggins,  widow  of  John  Titus  of 
Oyster  Bay.  She  was  born  in  1714  and  as  the  Widow  Huggins,  married 
Titus  February  21,  1742/3.  After  the  death  of  Samuel  Brush,  she 
married  fourth,  John  Wood  and  died  August  24,  1798,  aged  84  years. 

He  was  a  Trustee  of  the  Town  of  Huntington,  May  7,  1734,  and 
May  1,  1759,  and  was  made  Assessor  May  3,  1763.  (Town  Records, 
Vol.  2,  pp.  372,  443,  457).  In  1761  he  deeded  his  homestead  in  Hunt¬ 
ington  to  his  son  Ananias.  His  will,  dated  March  17,  1764,  was  proven 
April  18,  1764,  in  which  he  made  his  son  John  and  his  friend  Joseph 
Ireland,  executors.  He  left  his  wife,  name  not  given,  “all  and  every 
article  she  brought  to  my  estate,”  also  “my  negro  wench  Jane,  a  good 
sheep,  two  hogs  and  my  brown  horse  and  riding  chair.” 

He  named  his  daughters,  Barshebah ;  Mary,  deceased  wife  of  Jesse 
Platt,  and  her  children,  Hannah  and  Mary ;  Elizabeth  Conkling  and 
Phebe  Fleet.  He  names  his  sons  as  Ananias,  Jesse  and  John,  and  gives 
Ananias  his  house,  lands  and  improvements,  which  he  purchased  of 
Jonas  Brush,  also  a  piece  of  woodland  lying  west  of  where  he  now 
lives  in  Cold  Spring  Hollow,  also  ten  acres  of  woodland  joining  that 
of  Thomas  Ackerly,  deceased ;  also  land  called  Shipton’s  Lot  “lying 
east  of  a  lot  for  which  I  gave  a  deed  to  my  son  John.”  He  also  left 
him  meadow  and  rights  of  land  on  a  neck  at  the  south  and  ten  acres 
on  Jericho  Plains  and  a  hundred  pound  right  of  land  in  the  Old  Pur¬ 
chase  of  Huntington,  and  “all  my  right  on  Hempstead  Plains.” 
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4.  ANANIAS  BRUSH,  son  of  Samuel  Brush  and  his  first  wife, 
was  bom  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  in  1721,  and  died  there  March  3,  1794. 
He  married  there,  first,  March  24,  1742/3,  Mar}’,  daughter  of  Daniel 
Kelsey.  She  died  before  December  11,  1774,  for  on  that  date  he  mar¬ 
ried  second,  Ruth  Whitman,  and  his  will  mentions  wife  Judith,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Brush-Bowers  Genealogy,  this  indicating  a  third  marriage. 

In  his  will  he  mentions  also,  his  wife’s  daughter  Rebecca;  Stephen, 
son  of  deceased  son  Nathaniel;  son  Zophar;  daughters,  Susanna 
Ketcham  and  Phebe  Conkling. 

Among  the  old  Brush  papers  it  appears  that  in  1760,  Lt.  Govr.  James 
De  Lancey  issued  a  Lieutenant  Commission  to  Ananias  Brush,  in  a 
Company  of  Foot,  commanded  by  Capt.  Thomas  Jarvis. 

Ananias  Brush  is  named  in  the  payroll  of  Capt.  Daniel  Roe’s  Com¬ 
pany  which  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  the  2nd  Regt.  of  the 
New  York  Troops,  commanded  by  Col.  James  Clinton,  service  ending 
May  1,  1776.  (Refugees  from  Long  Island  in  1776,  by  Mather,  p. 
1017.)  He  signed  the  Association  in  Huntington,  May  8,  1775 
(Mather,  p.  1062),  and  this  has  been  accepted  by  the  D.  A.  R.,  Vol. 
63,  p.  161  of  their  publications,  under  No.  62479. 

5.  SUSANNA  BRL:SH,  daughter  of  Ananias  and  Mar}’  (Kelsey) 
Brush,  was  baptized  in  the  church  at  Huntington.  L.  I.,  July  7,  1754, 
and  died  May  18,  1845,  as  the  wife  of  Philip  Ketcham,  born  July  5, 
1752,  died  June  18,  1830,  whom  she  married  February  20,  1772.

He  married 
in  England,  Rebecca,  whose  maiden  name,  dates  of  birth  and  death, 
have  not  been  found.

2.  FRANCIS  BUSHNELL,  son  of  Francis  and  Rebecca  Bush¬ 
nell,  was  born  in  England  in  1609,  and  with  wife  Mary,  maiden  name 
not  known,  and  an  infant  son,  emigrated  to  New  England  in  the  ship 
Planter,  arriving  in  1635.

5.  ROGER  DE  CHAUNCEY,  son  of  Anfride  De  Chauncey,  mar¬ 
ried  Preciosa.  He  died  15th  of  Henry  III. 
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6.  ROBERT  DECHAUNCEY,  son  of  Roger  and  Preciosa  de 
Chauncey,  paid  twenty-five  marks  for  five  knights’  fees  for  his  barony 
of  Skirpenbeck  and  sundry  manors  connected  therewith.  He  did  not 

long  survive  his  father. 

7.  THOMAS  DE  CHAUNCEY,  son  of  Robert  de  Chauncey,  was 
23  years  of  age,  56th  of  Henry  III,  to  whom  he  did  homage.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Isabel,  daughter  of  Sir  Philip  de  Chauncey,  another  branch  of  the 
family,  and  Sir  Philip  was  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Willoughton  in 
Lincolnshire. 

8.  WILLIAM  DE  CHAUNCEY,  son  of  Thomas  and  Isabel 
(de  Chauncey)  de  Chauncey,  was  20  years  of  age,  May  7th,  2nd  of 
Edward  II.  He  held,  in  addition  to  his  Barony  of  Skirpenbeck,  the 
Manors  of  Willington,  in  right  of  his  mother;  also  Hogham,  Camels- 
town,  Bugthorp  and  Thoralby. 

9.  THOMAS  DE  CHAUNCEY,  son  of  William  de  Chauncey,  suc¬ 
ceeded  his  father  in  the  above  estates. 

10.  WILLIAM  DECHAUNCEY,  son  of  Thomas  de  Chauncey, 
received  from  King  Richard  confirmation  of  all  his  titles,  charters  and 
liberties.  He  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Roger,  younger  son  of  Sir 
John  Bigod,  brother  of  the  Earl  of  Suffolk.

Chauncey,  married  Lucy,  maiden  name  not  known,  by  whom  he  had 
John  and  George.  The  family  was  in  his  time  possessed  of  the  Manors 
of  East  Latham  and  Crayford  in  Kent ;  Barcomb  in  Essex ;  Over  Hall, 
Nether  Hall  and  Gifford’s  in  Hertfordshire ;  Great  Sampford,  Little 
Sampford,  Hemstead  and  Passebury  in  Essex,  ten  manors  in  four 
counties.  He  built  a  house  called  New  Place  on  his  manor  of  Gifford’s

16.  GEORGE  CHAUNCEY,  son  of  Henry  and  Lucy  Chauncey, 
married  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Cornwall  of  Yardley,  and  thereby 
came  into  possession  of  the  Manor  of  Yardley.  He  married  second, 
Agnes,  daughter  of  Edward  Welsh  and  widow  of  Edward  Humbers- 
ton,  by  whom  he  had  George,  Edward,  Charles.  He  died  in  1625,  in 
“New  Place,”  Yardley-Bury  in  Hertfordshire. 

17.  CHARLES  CHAUNCEY,  son  of  George  and  Agnes  (Welsh) 
Chauncey,  was  baptized  in  Yardley-Bury  Church,  Hertfordshire, 
November  5,  1592,  and  received  his  early  education  in  the  celebrated 
Westminster  School,  preparatory  to  his  entrance  into  the  University 
as  a  student  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  “where  he  proceeded 
Bachelor  in  1613  and  Master  of  Arts  in  1617.” 

He  became  a  Fellow  of  the  College  and  was  honored,  1624,  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  On  February  27,  1622,  he  was 
chosen  to  make  the  oration  at  the  departure  of  the  Ambassadors  from 
the  King  of  Spain  and  Archduchess  of  Austria,  who  had  been  enter¬ 
tained  in  Trinity  College  during  their  stay  in  the  University.  The  ora¬ 
tion  in  Latin  may  be  read  in  full  in  the  Memorials  of  the  Chaunceys, 
p.  3,  as  also  a  number  of  his  poems. 

In  1627  he  became  Vicar  of  Ware  in  his  native  county  and  soon 
became  eminent  as  a  preacher,  but  became  involved  in  difficulties  with 
the  government,  through  religious  controversies  of  the  times. 

In  1635  he  was  prosecuted  for  opposing  the  railing  in  the  com¬ 
munion  table  at  Ware  and  was  suspended,  cast  into  prison  and  obliged 
to  make  a  humiliating  recantation.  Finally,  in  the  latter  part  of  1637, 
he  gave  up  his  home  in  England  and  arrived  in  Plymouth,  Mass., 
early  in  1638,  where  he  preached  with  Rev.  Reyner  for  about  three 
years.  It  was  expected  he  would  settle  there  as  minister,  but  trouble 
arose  over  his  ideas  of  baptism,  he  desiring  the  immersion  of  infants 
in  baptism  and  the  celebrating  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  in  the  evening 
and  every  Lord’s  Day — and  after  the  Magistrates  and  Elders  had 
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conferred  with  other  churches,  it  was  decided  that  he  should  not  be 
their  settled  pastor. 

In  1641  he  was  elected  pastor  of  the  church  at  Scituate,  where  he 
again  became  involved  in  a  controversy  on  baptism.  He  was  so  un¬ 
happy  in  his  pioneer  surroundings  and  amidst  so  many  differences  of 
opinion  on  baptism  that  he  finally  went  to  Boston  to  prepare  for  his 
return  to  England,  and  while  he  was  there  the  Overseers  of  Harvard 
College,  on  November  2,  1654,  offered  him  the  Presidency  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  with  the  stipend  of  one  hundred  pounds,  but  it  was  stipulated  that 
he  “forbear  to  disseminate  or  publish  any  tenets  concerning  baptism 
and  the  Lord’s  Supper.”  He  accepted  the  offer  and  its  obligations  and 
was  inaugurated  November  29,  1654.  His  support  was  meagre  and  he 
could  not  have  subsisted  if  he  had  not  received  supplies  from  his  estate 
in  England,  and  in  August,  1655,  he  petitioned  the  General  Court  for 
assistance,  as  he  could  not  live  on  the  one  hundred  pounds  allotted  to 
him  from  the  county  treasury.  On  May  27,  1663,  he  again  requested 
aid,  stating  that  “he  had  continued  with  much  toil  and  many  grievances 
in  the  college  eight  years ;  that  he  was  unable  to  supply  his  family  with 
necessary  food  and  raiment  and  that  he  had  no  fit  provision  of  land 
as  to  keep  one  cow  or  horse  on  nor  habitation  to  be  dry  and  warm  in 
etc.”  In  reply  he  was  allowed  extra  five  pounds  a  quarter  from  the 
County  Treasury. 

He  married  Catharine  Eyre,  March  17,  1630,  daughter  of  Robert 
and  Anne  (Still)  Eyre.  She  died  24,  11,  1667,  or  January  23,  1667. 
Her  mother  was  the  daughter  of  the  celebrated  John  Still,  Bishop  of 
Bath  and  Wells,  England.

18.  NATHANIEL  CHAUNCEY,  son  of  Charles  and  Catharine 
(Eyre)  Chauncey,  was  born  about  1639  in  Plymouth,  Mass.,  and  bap¬ 
tized  in  Scituate,  1641.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1661  and 
received  the  degree  of  A.M.,  1664,  and  was  later  a  Fellow  of  the  Col¬ 
lege.  He  became  pastor  of  the  church  at  Windsor,  Conn.,  October 
14,  1667,  and  preached  there  for  twelve  years.  On  November  10,  1679, 
he  was  invited  to  preach  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  as  a  candidate  for  a  year 
or  less,  and  on  January  21,  1680,  he  was  invited  to  settle  there. 

He  married,  November  12,  1673,  Abigail,  daughter  of  Elder  John 
Strong.  She  died  April  15,  1704,  aged  59  years,  and  he  died  in  Hart¬ 
ford,  November  4,  1685.

In  494-5,  a  band  of  Saxon  adven- 
turers,  led  by  Alderman  Cerdic,  landed  in  Southampton  Water, 
west  of  the  realm  of  Aella  (494)  and  after  a  hard  fight  with 
the  Britons,  won  the  valleys  of  the  Itchen  and  the  Test,  with 
the  old  Roman  town  of  Venta  (Winchester).

WALTHEOF,  in  969,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  married  Ju¬ 
dith  (who  married  second  King  David  of  Scotland),  daughter 
of  Lambert,  Count  of  Lens,  by  wife  Adelise,  who  was  Countess 
ofi  Albemarle  and  widow  of  Enguerrand,  Count  of  Ponthieu, 
and  own  sister  to  William  the  Conqueror.  Waltheof,  on  his 
mother’s  side,  descended  from  a  long  line  of  Bemician  an¬ 
cestors,  earls  and  kings,  and  his  worst  enemy  was  his  wife, 

r,  who  sought  his  destruction.  He  was  put  to  death,  June  15, 
1016,  by  Williafn  the  Conqueror,  and  was  buried  in  Glaston¬ 
bury.  He  was  Earl  of  Northampton  and  Huntingdon  before 
he  was  Earl  of  Northumberland.

1.  ROBERT  CHITTENDEN  was  living  in  the  Parish  of  Cran- 
brook,  County  Kent,  England,  when  his  son  William  was  baptized  in 
the  Marden  church. 

2.  WILLIAM  CHITTENDEN,  son  of  Robert  Chittenden,  was 
baptized  in  England  in  March,  1594,  and  as  a  young  man  became  a 
soldier  in  the  Netherlands  and  reached  the  rank  of  Major. 

On  May  20,  1639,  he,  with  twenty-five  others,  set  sail  from  southern 
England  and  arrived  in  New  England  July  10  of  that  year,  and  located 
in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  where  he  was,  as  Lieutenant,  made  the  principal 
military  man  of  the  New  Haven  Colony,  and  Magistrate  of  the  Planta¬ 
tion,  a  position  he  held  until  his  death,  February  1,  1661.  He  was  rep¬ 
resentative  at  twenty-seven  sessions  of  the  Assembly  between  1643 
and  1661. 

He  married  in  Cranbrook,  England,  Joanna,  daughter  of  Edmund 
Sheafe,  and  probably  some  of  their  children  were  born  in  England. 
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Her  mother,  Joan  (Jordan)  Sheafe,  as  a  widow,  emigrated  with  them 
and  died  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  August  1,  1659. 

His  widow  married  second,  May  1,  1665,  Abraham  Cruttenden  of 
Guilford,  as  his  second  wife,  and  died  there  August  16,  1668.

1.  JOHN  CONKLING  married  in  St.  Peter’s  Parish  Church  in 
Nottinghamshire,  England,  January  24,  1625,  Elizabeth  Allsaebrook. 
They  were  there  in  1630,  according  to  the  tombstone  of  their  son  John 
in  Southold,  L.  I. 

He  first  appears  in  New  England  in  Salem,  Mass.,  where  on  14  of 
7  mo.,  1640,  he  was  received  as  an  inhabitant  and  given  five  acres  of 
ground  “neere  the  Glasse-house.”  He  and  his  probable  brother, 
Ananias,  were  interested  in  the  glass  works  and  in  1645  asked  to  be 
“freed  from  their  engagement.”  They  are  credited  with  having  estab¬ 
lished  the  first  glass  works  in  New  England  and  probably  in  America. 

John  was  in  Salem  as  late  as  1649,  when  he  had  two  children, 
Jacob  and  Elizabeth,  baptized  there  on  January  18,  but  in  1650  he 
removed  to  Southold,  L.  I.,  and  in  1660  was  admitted  freeman  of 
Connecticut  Colony,  and  shortly  after  became  interested  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  at  Huntington,  he  and  his  son  Timothy  settling  there.  He  was 
one  of  a  committee  of  four  from  that  place,  appointed  October,  1673, 
to  deal  with  the  new  Dutch  Governor  of  New  York.  He  appears  to 
have  divided  his  time  between  Southold  and  Huntington,  but  he  died 
in  the  latter  place,  February  23,  1684.  A  deed  dated  Southold,  July  6, 
1683,  conveys  unto  his  eldest  son  John,  land  given  him  while  he  was  a 
resident  of  Salem. 
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.  His  will  was  made  in  Huntington,  in  which  he  mentioned  his 
children  John,  Timothy,  Rebecca,  Jacob,  Elizabeth  Wood,  and  a  grand¬ 
daughter,  Rebecca  Hubert,  and  made  his  daughter  “sole  executor.” 
His  wife  is  not  mentioned,  so  it  is  fair  to  assume  she  pre-deceased  its 
making. 

His  home  in  Southold  was,  in  1651,  next  east  of  that  of  Capt.  John 
Underhill,  situated  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  water  known  as 
Mill  Creek. 

2.  REBECCA  CONKLING,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (All- 
saebrook)  Conkling,  married  Thomas  Brush,  who  died  intestate  in 
Huntington,  L.  I.,  in  1675.

2.  ELIZABETH  CONKLING,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Allsaebrook)  Conkling,  was  baptized  in  Salem,  Mass.,  January  18, 
1649,  and  married  Jonas  Wood,  called  “Oram,”  who  died  in  Hunting- 
ton,  L.  I.,  June  12,  1689.

2.  TIMOTHY  CONKLING,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Allsae¬ 
brook)  Conkling,  was  born  after  his  parents  removed  to  Long  Island, 
but  the  date  has  not  been  found  nor  that  of  his  death,  although  the 
latter  is  said  to  have  taken  place  about  1720.  On  April  13,  1696,  he 
gave  his  son  John  land  on  the  hill  near  “Millston  Broock,”  and  at 
Cove  Swamp,  and  on  December  4,  1699,  he  conveyed  to  his  son  Jacob, 
land  on  the  south  side  of  the  Island  which  he  had  “lately  purchased 
from  the  Indians.”  The  last  mention  made  of  him  in  the  Town  Records 
of  Huntington  is  in  1708,  when  he  conveyed  land  to  Jacob  Brush. 

He  married  Martha,  daughter  of  Thomas  Wickes,  and  his  children 
are  registered  in  the  Town  Records  of  Huntington  as  follows:  Martha, 
bom  October  20,  1668 ;  Timothy,  December  16,  1670 ;  John,  March  14, 
1672/3;  Thomas,  March  10,  1674/5;  Jacob,  March  15,  1675/6;  Eliza¬ 
beth,  June  15,  1679;  Rebecka,  January  10,  1680/1;  Mary,  June  10, 
1684 ;  Cornelius,  February'  20,  1686/7. 

3.  JOHN  CONKLING,  son  of  Timothy  and  Martha  (Wickes) 
Conkling,  was  bom  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  March  14,  1672/3,  and  died 
there  in  1751.  He  married  Mary,  maiden  name  not  found,  who  died 
there  August  27,  1749,  in  her  71st  year.  He  was  of  the  neighborhood 
known  as  Clay  Pitts,  but  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  Huntington’s 
first  cemetery'. 
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3.  JACOB  CONKLING,  son  of  Timothy  and  Martha  (Wickes) 
Conkling,  was  born  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  March  15,  1675/6,  and  mar¬ 
ried  there,  May  14,  1701,  Hannah,  born  April  7,  1676,  died  June  14, 
1741,  daughter  of  Epenetus  and  Phebe  (Wood)  Platt. 

His  home  in  Babylon,  in  1882,  was  near  the  Huntington  town  line. 
It  was  built  about  1710  and  in  1882  was  owned  by  U.  S.  Grant,  Jr. 

Jacob  Conkling,  called  Captain,  was,  it  is  now  claimed,  impressed 
on  board  Captain  Kidd’s  pirate  ship  and  served  under  him  for  at  least 
one  voyage.  On  Kidd’s  return  from  his  last  trip,  his  vessel,  San 
Antonio,  lay  in  Cold  Spring  Harbor,  and  Conkling,  with  others,  was 
sent  ashore  for  water.  They  secreted  themselves  among  the  Indians 
and  did  not  return  to  the  vessel,  according  to  the  History  of  Suffolk 
County,  L.  I.  However,  it  is  a  well  established  fact  that  Captain  Kidd, 
with  his  sloop  San  Antonio,  dropped  anchor  in  Gardiner’s  Bay  in 
June,  1699,  and  he  was  arrested,  sent  to  Boston,  thence  to  London, 
where  in  1701  he  was  tried  and  executed.  As  Jacob’s  father  conveyed 
property  to  him  in  December,  1699,  it  shows  that  he  had  reached  his 
home  by  that  date. 

Jacob  made  his  will  in  Huntington,  December  15,  1752,  which  was 
proven  January  26,  1755,  he  dying  December  8,  1754.  In  it  he  men¬ 
tions  his  children  as  follows :  Epenetus,  Platt,  Jesse,  Israel,  Phebe, 
wife  of  Jacob  Smith,  Hannah,  wife  of  Solomon  Smith,  and  their 
daughter  Phebe  of  Smithtown.  He  left  his  son  Israel  “lands  and 
meadows  in  Half  Neck ;  my  right  in  Huntington  West  Neck  not  already 
disposed  of;  my  right  in  Great  Neck  above  the  cross  road;  100  acres 
lying  in  the  point  of  the  Half  Hollow  Hills;  land  in  Squaw  Pit  Pur¬ 
chase  near  Pound  Pine  Hill ;  my  right  of  lands  in  Baiting  Place  Pur¬ 
chase,  not  disposed  of.” 

4.  JOHN  CONKLING,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Conkling,  died  in 
Huntington,  L.  I.,  September  14,  1757,  in  his  53rd  year.  Whom  he 
married  has  not  been  found,  although  she  survived  him.  He  is  buried 
in  the  old  cemetery  at  Huntington  and  she  is  probably  buried  there 
too,  but  no  stone  marks  her  grave  and  unfortunately  his  will  does  not 

i 

name  her. 

He  made  his  will  in  Huntington,  August  17,  1757,  which  was  proven 
September  20,  1757.  He  left  his  wife  the  use  of  one-third  of  all  lands 
and  free  use  of  the  house  where  his  son  Cornelius  resided,  as  long  as 
she  was  his  widow.  He  mentions  his  other  children  as  Joseph,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  wife  of  Samuel  Conkling,  Hannah,  wife  of  Solomon  Ketcham, 
Mary,  wife  of  Thomas  Conkling,  Ruth,  Naomi,  Sarah  Conkling  and 
John,  to  whom  he  gave  his  share  of  the  sloop  Weymouth.  He  made 
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his  son  Cornelius  and  his  son-in-law  Solomon  Ketcham,  his  executors. 
He  is  styled  Captain,  referring  probably  to  navigation. 

4.  ISRAEL  CONKLING,  son  of  Jacob  and  Hannah  (Platt) 
Conkling,  was  born  in  Huntington,  March  5,  1719,  and  married  there, 
April  7,  1743,  Deborah  Smith  of  Islip.  She  died  before  August  6, 
1778.  He  made  his  will  in  Huntington  South,  August  6,  1778,  which 
was  proven  July  4,  1780,  in  which  his  wife  is  not  mentioned,  she  pre¬ 
deceasing  its  making.  He  names  his  children,  Jacob,  Isaac,  John, 
Israel,  Alexander,  Smith,  Hannah  Ketcham,  Deborah  Ketcham,  Sus- 
anah.  He  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  Huntington,  May  4,  1725. 

He  signed  The  Association  in  Huntington,  May  8,  1775.  (Refugees 
of  1776  by  Mather,  p.  1062.) 

5.  HANNAH  CONKLING,  daughter  of  John  Conkling,  was  bom 
in  Huntington  South,  March  24,  1729,  and  died  there  March  3,  1784, 
as  the  widow  of  Solomon  Ketcham,  born  June  8,  1724,  died  September 
21,  1781,  whom  she  married  in  Huntington,  January  30,  1750/1.

5.  DEBORAPI  CONKLING,  daughter  of  Israel  and  Deborah 
(Smith)  Conkling,  married  in  Smithtown,  November  26,  1775,  Philip 
Ketcham,  born  August  10,  1750,  son  of  Joshua  and  Jerusha  (Whit¬ 
man)  Ketcham.

1.  BALTHAZAR  DE  WOLF  is  first  noted  in  the  records  of  “A 
Perticular  Court  in  Hartford,”  March  5,  1656,  where  he  was  arrested 
for  smoking  in  the  street,  contrary  to  law.  In  September,  1656,  he 
was  of  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  when  Matthew  Price  of  Charlestown, 
Mass.,  constituted  him  his  attorney  to  collect  debts  due  to  him  from 
persons  in  Connecticut  or  New  Haven  jurisdiction;  the  town  voted, 
him  an  inhabitant  January  30,  1663.  He  removed  to  Lyme,  Conn., 
being  mentioned  in  the  records  there  in  1668  when  his  three  sons, 
Edward,  Simon  and  Stephen,  joined  with  him  as  members  of  the 
town  train-band  in  a  petition. 

In  1677  he  was  chosen  “Committee  of  the  town”  and  also  in  1688. 
The  last  notice  found  of  him  is  in  1695. 

He  married  Alice,  maiden  name  not  known,  but  who  is  named  in  a 
deed  of  her  son  Simon,  dated  March  5,  1687,  and  acknowledged  Feb¬ 
ruary  19,  1689-90. 

2.  SUSANNA  DE  WOLF,  daughter  of  Balthazar  and  Alice 
DeWolf,  married  in  Lyme,  Conn.,  April  1,  1684,  Henry  Champion, 
bom  1654,  died  in  July,  1704.  She  married  second,  John  Huntley,  Sr., 

after  Mav  2,  1706.  ~

On  December  12,  1657,  he  married  second,  Abigail,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Bascom,  and  in  1666  he  removed  to  Westfield,  Mass.,  and  there 
his  wife  died  soon  after  arrival. 

In  1667  he  married  third,  Mary,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Web¬ 
ster)  Hunt,  who  survived  him  and  died  August  18,  1690.  He  died 
September  3,  1684,  in  his  70th  year,  and  his  gravestone  may  still  be 
seen  in  the  old  Westfield  Cemetery.  His  home,  which  was  built  on  the 
land  allotted  to  him  in  1666,  is  still  owned  by  his  descendants  and 
known  as  “Ingersoll  Place.”

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1.  WILLIAM  KELSEY  was  born  in  England  about  1600  and  was 
in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  in  1632,  and  in  1635  was  residing  there  at  the 
southeast  comer  of  Winthrop  and  Spring  Streets.  He  removed  to 
Hartford,  Conn.,  where  he  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  and  his 
homestead,  in  the  distribution  of  1639  was  on  the  road  from  Centinal 
Hill  to  now  Village  Street.  About  1663  he  removed  to  Killingworth, 
Conn.,  which  place  he  represented  in  1671  and  was  living  in  1674.  His 
widow,  Bethia,  married  David  Philips  of  Milford,  Conn.  Her  maiden 
name  has  not  been  found.

2.  STEPHEN  KELSEY,  son  of  William  and  Bethia  Kelsey,  was 
baptized  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  November  7,  1647,  and  married  there, 
November  15,  1672,  Hannah,  daughter  of  John  Ingersoll.  His  father 
gave  him  his  home,  in  which  he  died  November  30,  1710.  The  date  of 
her  death  has  not  been  found,  but  his  will,  proven  January  1,  1711, 
shows  she  survived  him. 

Issue:  Hannah  Kibbe,  Stephen,  John,  Daniel,  William,  James  and 
Charles. 

3*  DANIEL  KELSEY,  son  of  Stephen  and  Hannah  (Ingersoll) 
Kelsey,  was  bom  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  September  14,  1682,  and  prior 
to  1712,  took  up  his  residence  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  as  on  May  6  of 
that  year,  he  was  given  permission  to  place  his  house  six  or  seven  feet 
in  the  street  and  was  also  appointed  to  collect  the  minister’s  rate  for 
that  year,  showing  he  must  have  resided  there  previous  to  1712.  He 
was  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  town  for  1735,  1736,  1739,  1740,  1741, 
1743,  1744,  1745,  1747,  1748,  1749  and  1750. 

On  September  2,  1750,  he  made  his  will  in  Huntington,  which  was 
proven  October  16,  1752,  in  which  he  states  he  was  a  cordwainer  and 
names  the  following  heirs:  Sons,  Stephen,  Jonathan,  Daniel  and  Tim¬ 
othy;  granddaughter  Keziah,  daughter  of  son  Timothy;  daughter, 
Mary,  wife  of  Ananias  Brush;  granddaughters,  Susanah  and  Abigail 
Sammis,  daughters  of  John  Sammis. 

His  wife  is  not  named,  probably  pre-deceasing  the  making  of  Lis 
will,  nor  has  any  record  of  her  been  found. 

4.  MARY  KELSEY,  daughter  of  Daniel  Kelsey,  was  born  in 
Huntington,  L.  I.,  and  married  there,  March  24,  1743,  Ananias  Brush, 
who  died  March  3,  1794.  She  died  before  December  11,  1774,  for  on 
that  day  he  married  second,  Ruth  Whitman.

1.  THOMAS  LEETE  of  Oakington  and  Comberton,  England,  was 
assessed  to  the  Subsidy  for  Cambridgeshire  1522-3  and  was  buried  in 
Oakington,  July  9,  1564.  He  married  Alse,  who  was  buried  there, 
February  3,  1566. 

2.  THOMAS  LEETE,  son  of  Thomas  and  Alse  Leete,  was 
assessed  to  the  Subsidy  for  Cambridgeshire,  1566-7  and  1571-2.  The 
name  of  his  wife  is  not  known.  He  was  buried  in  Oakington,  Febru¬ 
ary  4,  1582. 
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3.  THOMAS  LEETE,  son  of  Thomas  Leete,  was  named  in  the 
Visitation  of  Huntingdonshire  in  1613.  In  1598  he  was  Church  War¬ 
den  at  Oakington,  where  he  was  buried,  November  12,  1616.  He 
married  Maria,  daughter  of  Edward  Slade  of  Northamptonshire. 

Issue:  John,  John,  Jane,  Rebecca. 

4.  JOHN  LEETE,  son  of  Thomas  and  Maria  (Slade)  Leete,  was 
baptized  May  13,  1575,  and  died  about  December,  1648.  He  was  living 
in  Dodington,  County  Huntingdon,  England,  in  1613,  and  married 
Anne,  daughter  of  Robert  Shute. 

Issue:  William,  John,  Anne. 

5.  WILLIAM  LEETE,  son  of  John  and  Anne  (Shute)  Leete, 
married  first  at  Hail  Westen,  County  Huntingdon,  August  1,  1636, 
Anne,  daughter  of  Rev.  John  Payne,  Rector  of  Southoe,  Hunts.,  a 
village  about  one  mile  south  of  Dodington.  Rev.  John  Payne  became 
Rector  of  St.  Leonard’s  Church  there,  October  20,  1600,  and  so  con¬ 
tinued  for  35  years.  His  daughter  Anne  was  baptized  there,  July  31, 
1621,  and  her  mother  was  Anne  Underhill,  a  widow  when  she  married 
Rev.  Payne,  August  3,  1620.  On  September  20,  1635,  Rev.  John  Payne 
was  buried  at  Southoe.  William  Leete  and  his  wife  came  to  New  Eng¬ 
land  in  1637,  and  he  signed  the  Plantation  Covenant  of  the  New  Haven 
Colony,  June  1,  1639.  His  wife  Anne,  the  mother  of  his  children,  died 
September  1,  1668,  and  on  April  7,  1670,  he  married  second,  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Henry  Rutherford.  She  died  February  10,  1673,  and  he 
married  third,  Mary,  widow  first  of  Govr.  Francis  Newman,  and 
second  of  Rev.  Nicholas  Street.  She  died  December  13,  1683.  His 
services  for  Connecticut  are:  Magistrate  of  the  New  Haven  Colony, 
1653-1658;  Commmissioner  of  the  United  Colonies  from  New  Haven, 
1655-1664;  from  Connecticut,  1665,  1667,  1668,  1672,  1675,  and  1678; 
Deputy  Governor  of  the  New  Haven  Colony,  1658-1660;  Governor  of 
the  New  Haven  Colony,  1661-1664;  Governor’s  Assistant  in  Connecti¬ 
cut,  1665-1668;  Deputy  Governor  of  Connecitcut,  1669-1675;  Governor 
of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  1676-1682.  He  died  in  1683.

6.  JOHN  LEETE,  son  of  William  and  Anne  (Payne)  Leete,  was 
born  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  1639,  and  died  there  November  25, 
1692.  He  married,  October  4,  1670,  Mary  Chittenden,  of  Guilford, 
Conn.,  who  died  March  9,  1712,  aged  65  years.

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1.  JOHN  LEWIS  was  in  Westerly,  R.  I.,  in  1661  with  his  family, 
supposedly  from  Newport.  In  1668  he  was  admitted  a  freeman  and 
on  September  17,  1679,  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance.  He  died  before 
1690  and  was  buried  just  below  the  village,  near  the  road  leading  to 
Watch  Hill,  on  the  east  side  of  the  highway,  in  the  southeast  corner  of 
a  field  in  front  of  the  house  owned  in  1887  by  Thomas  E.  Saunders. 
It  is  claimed  many  of  his  descendants  are  buried  here,  but  there  is  no 
lettering  on  the  stones,  designating  to  whom  they  belong. 

The  name  of  his  wife  has  not  been  found,  but  by  her  he  had  Jona¬ 
than,  John,  Daniel,  James,  David,  Israel,  Samuel,  and  Dorcas. 

2.  JONATHAN  LEWIS,  son  of  John  Lewis,  was  probably  bom 
in  Westerly,  R.  I.,  and  removed  to  Huntington,  L.  I.,  where  he  mar¬ 
ried,  before  December  31,  1683,  Jemima,  sister  of  Adam  Whitehead 
of  that  place,  for  on  that  date  the  town  records  show  that  he  acknowl¬ 
edged  as  her  husband  the  legacy  left  her  by  her  brother,  Adam 
Whitehead. 

He  is  first  mentioned  in  Huntington  January  11,  1682,  when  he, 
of  Westerly,  R.  I.,  arranges  to  pay  for  a  farm  through  Thomas  Skid¬ 
more,  Jr.,  and  on  January  11,  1683,  Skidmore  conveys  it  to  him  and 
he  is  again  called  of  Westerly,  R.  I.  It  was  located  in  Fresh  Pond 
Neck  and  the  property  purchased  also  included  Skidmore’s  house,  and 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  this  was  about  the  time  of  his  marriage. 

In  1685  and  1688  he  added  to  his  acreage.  He  was  evidently  a  car¬ 
penter,  for  on  July  28,  1682,  he  agreed  to  build  a  house  for  John 
Corey  of  Huntington.  He  married  second,  Deliverance  Carman,  who 
is  mentioned  in  his  will,  dated  August  9,  1708,  proven  August  11,  1709. 
When  his  first  wife  died  has  not  been  found. 

His  will  mentions  sons  Jonathan,  John,  Daniel,  Richard,  and  a  child 
about  to  be  bom ;  daughters,  Sybil,  Elizabeth,  Jemima,  Hannah,  and 
Sarah.  He  named  his  executors  Epenetus  Platt,  Nathaniel  Weeks  and 
John  Whitman,  and  the  witnesses  were  Philip  and  Thomas  Weeks  and 
Jeremiah  Platt. 

3.  SYBIL  LEWIS,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Jemima  (White- 
head)  Lewis,  was  bom  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  October  20,  1685,  and 
married  there,  about  1701,  Zebulon  Whitman,  born  1678,  died  1759.

1.  RICHARD  LORD  and  wife  Joan,  maiden  name  not  known, 
were  of  Towcester,  Northamptonshire,  England,  in  1585.  His  will,  pro¬ 
bated  February  7,  1611,  names  wife  Joan  and  children,  Thomas,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  Ellen  and  Alice. 

2.  THOMAS  LORD,  son  of  Richard  and  Joan  Lord,  was  born  in 
Towcester,  England,  in  1585,  and  married  there,  February  20,  1610/11, 
Dorothy,  born  1589  in  Towcester,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Amy  Bird 
of  that  place. 

On  April  29,  1635,  Thomas  Lord,  aged  50  years,  and  his  wife  Doro- 
thy,  aged  46  years,  with  all  their  children  excepting  Richard,  their 
eldest,  who  had  preceded  them  to  New  England,  sailed  from  London 
on  the  ship  Elizabeth  and  Ann  to  join  him  in  the  new  world.  After 
spending  a  short  time  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  he  joined  Rev.  Hooker  in 
1636  and  became  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
and  his  homestead  in  1639  was  on  what  is  now  Wells  Street,  on  the 
bank  of  the  Little  River.  His  wife  made  her  will  February  8,  1670, 
and  it  is  sealed  with  a  coat-of-arms  which  corresponds  exactly  with

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those  of  Laward,  alias  Lord,  given  in  Burke’s  Armory.  As  she  does 
not  mention  her  husband  it  is  fair  to  assume  he  pre-deceased  its 
making.

3.  DOROTHY  LORD,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Dorothy  (Bird) 
Lord,  was  baptized  in  Towcester,  England,  July  1,  1629,  and  married, 
in  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1651,  John  Ingersoll,  bom  in  England  in  1615, 
died  September  3,  1684.  She  died  in  January,  1656.

1.  ISAAC  MORRILL,  bom  in  England  in  1588,  arrived  in  New 
England,  in  the  ship  Lion,  September  16,  1632,  with  wife  Sarah  and 
two  children,  Sarah  and  Catherine,  and  located  in  Roxbury,  Mass., 
where  he  was  a  member  of  Eliot’s  church. 

He  joined  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  of  Boston 
in  1638  and  died  December  20,  1661.  His  wife  died  January  9,  1673, 
aged  72  years. 
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In  his  will  he  mentions  his  four  grandchildren,  John,  Isaac,  Francis 
and  Abraham  Smith ;  also  grandchild  Mary  Smith ;  farm  between 
Reading  and  Andover;  sons,  John  Smith  and  Daniel  Brewer;  grand¬ 
child,  Sarah  Davis;  daughter  Katharine  wife  of  John  Smith;  sons 
Tobias  Davis  and  Daniel  Brewer,  executors,  and  Thomas  Weld  and 
Edward  Denison,  overseers.  As  no  son  is  named,  his  sons  Abraham 
and  Isaac  must  have  pre-deceased  its  making,  15  of  10  mo.,  1661. 

His  house  in  Roxburv  was  on  the  Dorchester  road,  and  history  tells 
us  that  his  arms,  hung  in  the  parlor  of  his  house,  and  consisted  of 
“musket,  fowling  piece,  three  swords,  pike,  half  pike,  corselet  and  two 
belts  of  bandoleers.” 

2.  HANNAH  MORRILL,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  Morrill, 
was  born  in  Roxburv*,  Mass.,  16  of  7  mo.,  1636,  and  married  there, 
November  5,  1652,  Daniel  Brewer,  who  died  January  9,  1708.

1.  RICHARD  PLATT  was  from  Hertfordshire,  England,  and  is 
listed  among  the  New  Haven,  Conn.,  planters  in  1643  and  in  1645 
shared  in  the  second  division  of  land.  He  sold  his  holdings  in  1646 
and  in  1647  is  called  of  Milford,  where  in  1656  he  witnessed  the  will 
of  Rev.  Peter  Prudden  and  in  1684  died  there.  He  married  Man', 
maiden  name  not  known,  and  their  names  may  be  seen  on  the  Milford 
Memorial  Bridge. 

2.  ISAAC  PLATT,  son  of  Richard  and  Mary  Platt,  was  born  in 
England  and  married  first,  in  Milford,  Conn.,  March  12,  1640,  Phebe 
Smith,  by  whom  no  issue  has  been  found.  He  removed  to  Huntington, 
L.  I.,  and  there,  on  September  15,  1665,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Jonas  Wood. 

He  was  Overseer  at  Huntington  in  1671 ;  Constable,  1679,  1681, 
1682;  Deputy,  1681;  Commissioner,  1683,  16S4,  1687,  1688,  and  Dele¬ 
gate  to  Southold,  1683  ;  Recorder  1685.  He  died  July  31,  1691.  The  date 
of  her  death  has  not  been  found.  Issue:  Elizabeth,  Jonas,  John,  Mary, 
Joseph,  Jacob. 

2.  EPENETUS  PLATT,  son  of  Richard  and  Mary  Platt,  was  born 
in  Milford,  Conn.,  July  12,  1640,  and  from  there  went  to  Huntington, 
L.  I.,  where  he  married,  in  March,  1667,  Phebe  Wood,  sister  of  his 
brother  Isaac’s  wife. 
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He  was  made  Constable  in  1667  and  served  as  a  Delegate  to  South- 
old  in  1683  and  1690;  to  New  York,  1690;  Commissioner,  1684;  Town 
Treasurer,  1684;  Justice  of  the  Peace,  1686. 

On  May  3,  1689,  he  was  made  “Civil  and  Military  head  officer  of  the 
town”  (Town  Records,  Huntington,  Vol.  2,  p.  30),  and  on  June  3, 
1689,  was  sent  in  command  of  the  East  End  men  to  demand  the  sur¬ 
render  of  the  fort  at  New  York  (p.  31).  He  is  known  as  Capt.  Platt. 

He  made  his  will  in  Huntington,  September  5,  1693,  which  was 
proven  November  13,  1693,  his  wife  surviving,  and  names  his  children, 
Epenetus,  Jonas,  Jeremiah,  Phebe,  Mary*,  Hannah,  Elizabeth,  Ruth, 
Sara. 

His  widow  made  her  will  January  12,  1696/7,  which  was  proven 
July  24,  1697,  in  which  she  mentions  son  Epenetus,  daughters  Phebe 
Tredwell,  Mary,  Hannah,  Elizabeth,  Ruth,  Sarah,  son  Jeremiah,  stating 
the  four  youngest  were  Jonas,  Jeremiah,  Ruth  and  Sarah,  and  mentions 
a  pewter  tankard  which  her  father  Wood  left  her  and  which  she  be¬ 
queathed  to  her  daughter  Ruth. 

3.  ELIZABETH  PLATT,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth 
(Wood)  Platt,  was  born  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  September  15,  1665,  and 
married  there  John  Brush.

3.  HANNAH  PLATT,  daughter  of  Epenetus  and  Phebe  (Wood)

1.  JOHN  SCRANTON  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Guilford, 
Conn.,  and  came  from  Guilford,  England.  He  was  Deputy  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  at  an  Extra  Session  in  1664  and  to  the  Second  Session  in 
1669  and  the  First  Session  of  1670.

1.  THOMAS  SHEFFE  of  Cranbrook,  County  Kent,  England, 
made  his  will,  which  was  proven  at  Canterbury,  July  10,  1520,  in  which 
he  expresses  his  desire  to  be  buried  in  the  Church  of  St.  Dunston  of 
Cranbrook,  within  St.  Thomas’s  chancel. 

2.  RICHARD  SHEFFE,  son  of  Thomas  Sheffe,  was  born  about 
1510  and  married,  about  1534,  Elizabeth,  maiden  name  not  known.  She 
was  buried  October  15,  1564. 

He  made  his  will  June  21,  1557,  in  the  parish  of  Cranbrook,  and 
called  himself  a  clothier  and  desired  to  be  buried  by  his  father  in  St. 
Thomas’s  chancel  of  the  parish  church  of  Cranbrook.  He  left  his  wife 
Elizabeth  two  hundred  pounds  and  names  his  unmarried  daughters  as 
Margaret,  Alice,  Margery,  Mary,  Anne ;  married  daughters,  Joan 
Knachebull  and  Katheryn  Love ;  sons,  Thomas,  William ;  he  also  men¬ 
tions  certain  relatives.  The  will  was  proved  in  London,  September 
24,  1557. 
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3.  THOMAS  SHEAFE,  son  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  Sheffe,  was 
bom  about  1535  and  married,  about  1559,  Mary  Harman,  born  1536. 
Their  children  were  all  baptized  in  the  above-mentioned  church  in 
Cranbrook,  where  may  be  seen  a  brass  plate  reading:  “Mary  Sheafe, 
the  wife  of  Thomas  Sheafe,  who  lived  together  nere  XLV  yeares,  and 
has  issue  between  them  IX  sons  and  VI  daughters,  she  a  grave  and 
charitable  Matron,  dyed  LXXIII  years  of  Age,  November,  1609, 
impasivit  E.  S.” 

Thomas  Sheafe  of  Cranbrook,  made  his  will  there  in  1604,  which 
was  proven  in  Canterbury,  October  3  of  that  year.  He  mentions  his 
wife  Mary  and  her  brother  Thomas  Harman ;  son  Richard ;  daughters, 
Fletcher,  Robarts,  Courthop  and  Breet,  their  husband’s  names ;  brother 
William  and  his  wife;  son  John;  son  Alexander,  deceased;  son  Ed¬ 
mund,  leaving  him  land  and  Tenements  in  Woodchurch,  Kenardington 
and  Apledove  and  lands  in  Chart  and  Bedersden ;  son  Thomas ;  Thomas 
son  of  son  Alexander,  whose  wife  was  Phebe ;  Alexander,  son  of  son 
Alexander;  son  Harman;  sisters,  Courthop,  Havenden,  Couchman, 
Gibbion ;  Thomas,  son  of  son-in-law  John  Rucke ;  Edmund  of  son  John. 

4.  EDMUND  SHEAFE,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Harman) 
Sheafe,  was  baptized  in  Cranbrook  in  1560  and  buried  there  November 
1,  1626.  He  married,  first,  May  30,  1586,  Elizabeth  Taylor,  who  was 
buried  March  5,  1598;  second,  Joane,  sister  of  Nicholas  Jordan  and 
widow  of  one  Dawne  of  Challock.  The  children  by  his  first  wife  were 
Thomas,  Marie,  Elizabeth  twice  and  Edmond  ;  by  his  second  wife,  John, 
Harman,  Margaret,  Joanna,  Jacob,  Mary  twice. 

He  made  his  will  in  Cranbrook  November  1,  1625,  which  was 
proven  in  Canterbury  December  11,  1626,  in  which  he  mentions  his 
wife  Joane  and  her  five  children  and  three  sons-in-law  who  had  mar¬ 
ried  her  daughters.  His  wife  Joane  died  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  August 
1,  1659. 

5.  JOANNA  SHEAFE,  daughter  of  Edmund  and  Joane  (Jordan) 
Sheafe,  was  born  in  England  and  married  there  William  Chittenden 
and  died  in  Guilford,  Conn.,  August  16,  1668,  as  the  wife  of  Abraham 
Cruttenden,  whom  she  married  May  1,  1665.

2.  ROBERT  SHUTE,  son  of  Christopher  Shute,  married  Thom¬ 
azine  Burgoyne,  daughter  of  Christopher  Burgoyne  of  Long  Stanton, 
and  his  wife  Thomazine,  daughter  of  Robert  Freville  of  Shelford, 
County  Cambridge.  In  1558  Robert  Shute  was  elected  Recorder  of 
Cambridge  and  represented  that  place  in  the  Parliaments  of  1571,  1572 
and  in  1579  he  became  a  Baron  of  the  Exchequer.  During  1585  he  was 
removed  to  the  Queen’s  Bench,  where  he  remained  until  his  death 
in  1590. 

3.  ANNE  SHUTE,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Thomazine  (Bur¬ 
goyne)  Shute,  married  John  Leete  of  Doddington,  England,  baptized 
May  13,  1575,  died  about  December,  1648.

1.  ROWLAND  STEBBINS  was  baptized  November  5,  1592,  in 
St.  Marys  Church,  Bocking,  County  Essex,  England,  and  married  there 
November  30,  1618,  Sara  Whiting,  who  was  buried  in  Springfield, 
Mass.,  4,  8,  1649.  He  came  to  New  England  in  1634,  bringing  with 
him  wife  Sara,  aged  43  years,  and  children  Thomas,  Sarah,  Elizabeth 
and  John,  aged  respectively  14,  11,  6  and  8  years.  He  was  earh  of 
Springfield,  Mass.,  where  he  spent  the  larger  part  of  his  life  after  com¬ 
ing  to  America,  but  he  made  his  will  1  of  1  mo.,  1669/70,  in  North¬ 
ampton,  Mass.,  and  died  there  December  14,  1671. 

2.  JOHN  STEBBINS,  son  of  Rowland  and  Sara  (Whiting)  Steb¬ 
bins,  was  born  in  England  in  1626  and  married,  in  Springfield,  Mass., 
March  14,  1646,  Ann  Munson,  widow  of  Abraham  Munden.  She  died 
there  in  1656  and  on  December  17,  165/,  he  married,  second,  in  North 
ampton,  Mass.,  Abigail  Bartlett.  In  1655  he  was  one  of  the  Selectmen 
of  Springfield,  but  in  1656  he  removed  to  Northampton,  where  in 
1672/3  he  contributed  to  the  support  of  Harvard  College  and  in  1675 
and  1678  served  as  Selectman.  He  owned  a  saw  mill  in  which  he  was 
accidentally  killed  March  7,  16/8/9.  On  December  28,  1681,  his  widow 
married  Jedediah  Strong  and  on  October  10,  1710,  she  started  on  a 
visit  to  her  children  by  her  first  husband,  who  were  living  in  Coventry', 
Conn.,  and  in  South  Hadley  Falls,  and  fell  from  her  horse  and  was 
killed. 
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Issue  by  first  wife:  John,  Thomas,  Anna,  Edward,  Benoni ;  by  sec¬ 
ond  wife:  Samuel,  Abigail,  Thomas,  Hannah,  Mary,  Sarah,  Joseph, 
Deborah,  Rebecca,  Thankful. 

3.  THANKFUL  STEBBINS,  daughter  of  John  and  Abigail  (Bart¬ 
lett)  Stebbins,  was  bom  May  11,  1678,  in  Northampton,  Mass.,  and 
married  there,  July  18,  1700,  Jerijah  Strong,  bom  December  12,  1665, 
died  April  24,  1754.  She  died  May  24,  1744.

1.  RICHARD  STRONG  was  residing  in  Taunton,  Somersetshire, 
England,  in  1590  and  died  there  in  1712.  The  name  of  his  wife  has  not 
not  been  found  and  the  names  of  only  two  of  his  children,  John  and 
Eleanor,  who  married  Walter  Dean  and  emigrated  with  him  to  Taun¬ 
ton,  Mass. 

2.  JOHN  STRONG,  son  of  Richard  Strong,  was  bom  in  Taunton, 
England,  in  1605,  removed  to  London  and  then  to  Plymouth,  and  on 
March  20,  1630,  with  others,  sailed  from  that  town  for  New  England 
in  the  ship  Mary  and  John,  which  arrived  in  Nantasket  on  may  30th. 

He  brought  with  him  his  wife,  and  settled  in  Dorchester,  Mass. 
Her  name  is  not  known,  but  she  died  shortly  after  landing,  and  in  two 
months'  time  her  infant  child  also  died.  In  December,  1630,  he  mar¬ 
ried,  second,  at  Dorchester,  Abigail,  daughter  of  Thomas  Ford.  In 
1635  he  was  a  resident  of  Hingham  and  in  1638  of  Taunton,  which 
place  he  represented  in  the  General  Court  of  Plymouth  Colony,  in  1641, 
1643,  1644.  He  later  removed  to  Windsor,  Conn.,  to  the  settlement 
made  by  his  old  friends  in  Dorchester,  but  in  1659  he  located  in  North¬ 
ampton,  Mass.,  where  on  13  of  3  mo.,  1663,  he  was  ordained  Ruling 
Elder  of  the  church  and  died  there  April  14,  1699,  aged  94  years,  leav¬ 
ing  one  hundred  and  sixty  descendands,  he  having  been  the  father  ot 
eighteen  children,  sixteen  of  whom  were  by  his  second  wife.  His  wite 
died  July  6,  1688,  aged  80  years. 

Issue  by  wife  Abigail:  John,  Thomas,  Jcdediah,  Return,  Ebenezer, 
Samuel,  Josiah,  Jerijah,  Abigail,  Elizabeth,  Experience,  Mary,  Sarah, 
Hannah,  Esther,  Thankful. 
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3.  ABIGAIL  STRONG,  daughter  of  John  and  Abigail  (Ford) 
Strong,  was  bom  about  1645  and  married,  November  12,  1673,  in 
Northampton,  Mass.,  Rev.  Nathaniel  Chauncey,  who  died  November 
4,  1685.  On  September  8,  1686,  she  married,  second,  Deacon  Medad 
Pomeroy  and  was  the  mother  of  Rev.  Samuel  Pomeroy.  She  died 
April  15,  1704,  aged  59  years.

3.  JERIJAH  STRONG,  son  of  John  and  Abigail  (Ford)  Strong, 
was  born  in  Northampton,  Mass.,  December  12,  1665,  and  married 
there,  July  18,  1700,  Thankful  Stebbins,  born  May  11,  1678,  died  May 
24,  1744.  He  died  of  pleurisy,  April  24,  1754.  Issue:  Jerijah,  Thank¬ 
ful,  Jerijah,  Eunice,  Ithamer  twice,  Seth  and  Bela. 

4.  EUNICE  STRONG,  son  of  Jerijah  and  Thankful  (Stebbins) 
Strong,  was  born  September  10,  1707,  and  died  December  25,  1774,  as 
the  wife  of  Nathaniel  Brewer,  who  died  March  11,  1796,  and  whom  she 
married  in  August,  1740.

1.  DANIEL  WHITEHEAD,  bom  1603,  died  in  Newtown,  L.  L,  in 
November,  1668,  aged  65  years.  New  York  Wills,  Vol.  1,  p.  9,  states 
that  he  left  a  will  and  made  his  wife  executrix,  that  she  renounced  that 
right  and  Letters  of  Administration  were  granted  Stephanus  Van 
Cortlandt,  March  31,  1669,  on  behalf  of  Oloff  Stephens,  his  father,  as 
creditor  of  the  deceased. 

He  was  a  proprietor  of  Hempstead  in  1647  and  later  purchased 
land  in  Oyster  Bay,  Smithtown  and  Huntington,  and  on  February  26, 
1649,  was  delegated  by  the  town  of  Hempstead  with  a  letter  to  Peter 
Stuyvesant,  and  in  January,  1652,  he  was  for  some  reason  detained  as 
a  prisoner  at  New  Amsterdam,  but  the  following  month,  with  “Mr. 
Koo  and  Mr.  Gildersleeve,”  on  behalf  of  Hempstead,  was  ordered  to 
furnish  a  copy  of  certain  complaints  not  now  known  “to  parties.” 

On  June  2,  1653,  he  purchased  a  lot  at  the  ferry  in  Brooklyn,  which 
he  sold  the  following  October,  and  on  September  20,  1664,  he  was 
named  as  being  the  first  purchaser  of  Horse  Neck  in  Huntington. 

He  finally  located  in  Newtown,  L.  I.,  where  he  died  and  where  he 
served  that  place  as  an  Overseer  April  1  ,1666,  and  November,  1668. 

The  Ingersoll  Genealogy,  on  page  341,  states  that  he  married  Jane 
Skidmore  and  that  she,  as  his  widow,  married,  in  1673,  John  Ingersoll, 
whose  will  was  proven  November  27,  1694,  in  which  he  left  his  home, 
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etc.,  to  his  wife  Jane.  The  Skidmore  Genealogy  also  states  that  “Jeanne 
Skidmore  married  Daniel  W  hitehead,  but  does  not  give  her  parents, 
stating  she  was  a  sister  of  either  Thomas  or  Richard,  but  probably  of 
Thomas  of  Huntington.  Issue,  as  given  in  the  Cornell  Genealogy,  p. 
376.  David,  Jonathan,  Thomas,  Daniel,  Adam,  Jemima,  Elizabeth. 

2.  JEMIMA  WHITEHEAD,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Jane  (Skid¬ 
more)  Whitehead,  married  Jonathan  Lewis  before  December  31,  1683, 
and  after  July  12,  1681,  for  on  the  latter  date  Adam  Wrhitehead  made 
his  will,  which  is  recorded  in  the  Town  Records  of  Huntington,  Vol.  1, 
pp.  309,  310,  in  which  he  makes  his  father-in-law  (step-father),  John 
Ingersoll,  his  administrator,  and  divides  his  property  between  his 
brother  Thomas,  not  21  years  of  age,  and  his  sisters  Jemima  and  Eliza¬ 
beth,  not  18  years  of  age,  and  on  December  31,  1683,  Jonathan  Lewis, 
husband  of  said  Jemima,  signs  for  her  share  in  the  said  estate.

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1.  JOSEPH  WHITMAN  has  been  called  the  son  of  Zachariah 
and  Sarah  (Briscoe)  Whitman,  who  arrived  in  New  England  in  1635. 
sailing  from  London  September  19,  1635,  he  aged  40  years  and  his 
wife  25  years,  bringing  with  them  one  child,  Zachariah,  aged  2 y2  years. 
They  settled  finally  in  Milford,  Conn.,  where  he  died  April  23,  1663, 
and  where  he  (Zachariah)  made  his  will  February  24,  1661,  in  which 
he  names  cousins,  nephew  and  wife,  but  no  children  and  no  relative 
named  Joseph. 

The  first  found  of  Joseph  Whitman  is  at  New  Haven,  when,  on 
October  12,  1655,  he  was  before  the  General  Court  for  a  misdemeanor, 
of  which  he  was  cleared,  and  was  called  of  Stratford.  The  next  notice 
found  concerning  him  is  when,  on  May  12,  1664,  at  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  held  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  he  was  made  freeman  of  Huntington, 
L.  I.  May  30,  1665,  he  was  one  of  the  men  in  Huntington  appointed 
to  care  for  the  cattle  on  Horse  Neck,  such  duty  being  divided  among  a 
number  of  the  citizens,  and  in  1667  he  was  made  constable.  On  April 
1,  1668,  the  town  gave  him  ten  or  twelve  acres  of  land  next  to  Samuel 
Ketcham’s  Hollow,  and  it  states  it  is  ‘'towards  his  second  division,’’ 
thus  indicating  that  he  shared  in  an  earlier  one.  In  October,  1668,  he 
had  land  conveyed  to  him  by  John  Platt  of  Huntington,  which  form¬ 
erly  belonged  to  John  Budd  of  Southold.  On  April  16,  1672,  he  is 
listed  among  the  owners  of  the  first  ten  farms  and  on  December  7, 
1675,  Edward  and  Samuel  Ketcham  were  to  have  land  in  the  rear  of 
Joseph  Whitman.  In  1677  he  was  Overseer. 

On  June  11,  1679,  he  is  requested  to  appear  before  Governor 
Andros,  and  is  styled  “Constable/’  August  2,  1681,  he  conveyed  to 
Edward  Ketcham  certain  parcels  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Island  and  adjoining  property  owners  are  named  as  John  Samons, 
Thomas  and  Richard  Brush. 

He  was  chosen  Commissioner  and  Leather  Sealer,  April  2,  1683, 
April  2,  1688,  and  April  1,  1690,  and  on  May  6,  1695,  he  conveyed 
land  to  his  sons,  Joseph,  John,  Nathan  and  Samuel,  adjoining  that  of 
Samuel  Ketcham,  the  deed  being  witnessed  by  Thomas  and  John 
Ketcham. 

On  May  5, 1696,  he  calls  himself  Senior,  in  a  deed  witnessed  by  John 
and  Elizabeth  Ketcham  and  on  November  6,  1697,  he,  as  Joseph,  Sr., 
with  wife  Sarah,  convey  land  in  Huntington  to  Nathan  Whitman,  both 
signing  by  mark.  He  married  Sarah  Ketcham,  whose  parentage  has 
not  been  definitely  determined,  but  probably  daughter  of  Edward,  Jr. 
When  they  died  has  not  been  found.  The  Scudder  Manuscript  in 
Huntington  states  that  their  children  were  as  follows:  Joseph,  who  had 
wife  Hannah  in  1704;  John,  who  had  wife  Deborah,  and  two  sons, 
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Daniel  and  Dr.  Ananias;  Nathaniel,  who  had  wife  Susanna  in  1717; 
Samuel,  died  unmarried,  probably  in  1721 ;  Zebulon,  bom  1678,  died 
1759,  had  wife  Sybil  Lewis. 

2.  ZEBULON  WHITMAN,  son  of  Joseph  and  Sarah  (Ketcham) 
Whitman,  was  born  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  in  1678,  and  died  there  in 
1759.  He  married  about  1701,  Sybil,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and 
Jemima  (Whitehead)  Lewis. 

His  will,  dated  1755,  as  per  the  Scudder  Manuscript,  names  the 
following  children:  Zebulon,  born  1702,  married  Margaret  Van  Wyck 
and  Phebe  Jarvis;  Jemima,  bom  probably  1704,  married  John  Rogers, 
November  3,  1725 ;  Temperance,  bom  1712,  died  December  26,  1796, 
married  first,  January  5,  1730/1,  Joseph  Wood,  and  second,  March 
18,  1741,  Nathaniel  Buffett;  Martha,  married  Isaac  Powell,  January  3, 
1733/4;  Jerusha,  married  June  6,  1737,  Joshua  Whitman,  and  made 
her  will  in  1787 ;  ?  Zerviah,  born  1705,  died  November  5,  17-4,  age  39 
years,  married  January  3,  1726/7,  Amos  Platt. 

The  above  will,  the  manuscript  continues,  had  a  codicil  added  to  it 
in  1759,  in  which  are  named  his  grandchildren:  ?  Civil  Wood,  bap¬ 
tized  April  24,  1737,  Zebulon  Ketcham,  and  Margaret  Whitman.

1.  THOMAS  WICKES  (sometimes  Weeks)  was  early  of  Weth¬ 
ersfield,  Conn.,  and  after  spending  a  short  time  in  Hadley,  Mass.,  he 
returned  to  Wethersfield  and,  with  a  number  of  others,  went  to  Stam¬ 
ford,  Conn.,  to  form  a  settlement  there,  where,  in  the  town  books  of 
1640,  1641  and  1642,  he  is  named  as  one  of  the  pioneers. 

From  Stamford  he,  with  Jonas  Wood  and  others,  removed  to 
Huntington,  L.  I.,  where  on  July  30,  1656,  he  is  named  in  the  Indian 
deed  of  that  place. 

On  May  1,  1667,  he  as  Thomas,  Sr.,  of  Huntington,  purchased  land 
there  from  John  Mathews,  and  on  April  19,  1669,  he  purchased  land 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Island  from  Noah  Rogers. 

He  has  been  confounded  with  Thomas,  son  of  Francis  Weeks  of 
Oyster  Bay.  He  was,  possibly,  a  brother  of  Francis. 

When  he  made  his  will,  July  3,  1670,  which  was  proven  March  19, 
1671,  he  states  he  was  of  Huntington,  and  the  Thomas  of  Oyster  Bay, 
who  had  “now  wife  Isabel/’  was  living  in  1710,  and  Thomas  of  Hunt¬ 
ington  was  a  grown  man  in  1640.  In  his  will  he  mentions  his  wife,  but 
unfortunately  does  not  name  her.  He  gives  her  one-third  “of  his 
accommodations”  for  life.  He  names  his  children  as  John,  Thomas, 
Rebecca,  and  Martha,  and  their  children ;  also  Elizabeth,  Mary  and 
Sarah,  and  also  mentions  the  property  he  purchased  of  Noah  Rogers. 
He  made  Isaac  Platt  and  Thomas  Powell  his  executors.  Letters  of 
Administration  were  granted  “Widow  Wicks”  March  19,  1671. 

2.  MARTHA  WICKES,  daughter  of  Thomas  Wickes,  married 
Timothy,  son  of  John  Conkling.

1.  EDMUND  WOOD  of  Oakham,  Yorkshire,  England,  on  May 
16,  1636,  had  with  his  son  Jonas,  Sr.,  land  allotted  him  in  Springfield, 
Mass.,  adjoining  the  mill  brook  and  signed  the  division  as  among  the 
first  adventurers  and  undertakers  of  that  plantation.  In  1637  he  was 
of  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  and  in  1641  of  Stamford,  Conn.,  with  his  sons 
Edmund,  Jeremiah,  Jonas  and  Jonas  Jr.,  all  being  closely  identified 
with  Rev.  Richard  Denton,  with  whom  Edmund  and  Jonas,  Sr.,  went 
to  Long  Island.  The  death  date  of  Edmund  Wood  and  the  name  of  his 
wife  have  not  been  found.  That  he  owned  land  in  Huntington  is 
evidenced  by  the  will  of  his  son,  Jonas,  Sr.  He  died  in  that  town 
before  1669. 

2.  JONAS  WOOD,  SR.,  son  of  Edmund  Wood,  was  bom  in  1615 
and  known  as  Jonas  of  Oram  to  distinguish  him  from  Jonas  of  South¬ 
ampton,  known  as  Jonas  of  Halifax,  who  may  possibly  be  his  brother, 
Jonas,  Jr.,  as  it  was  not  unusual  in  the  early  days  and  is  still  a  custom 
to  some  extent  now,  for  Englishmen  to  have  two  sons  bearing  the  same 
name,  they  desiring  its  perpetuation.  He  was  among  the  settlers  of 
Springfield,  Mass.,  in  1636,  and  with  the  first  company  at  Wethers¬ 
field,  Conn.,  and  from  there  located  in  Stamford,  Conn.,  in  1641,  but 
in  1644  was  of  Huntington,  L.  I.  In  1666  he  is  named  in  its  patent,  but 
had  served  from  that  place  as  its  Deputy  to  the  Assembly  at  Hemp- 
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stead  in  1665.  In  1684  he  was  Lieutenant  of  the  Suffolk  County 
Troops,  Province  of  New  York. 

At  a  General  Court  of  Assizes  held  in  October,  1677,  he  was  given 
a  license  to  practice  surgery  on  Long  Island,  it  reading  as  follows: 
“Upon  intimation  of  divers  Considerable  Cures  in  chirurgery  done  on 
severall  persons  by  Mr.  Jonas  Wood  of  Huntington,  and  the  great 
good  hee  is  capable  of  doeing  in  that  art,  but  that  hee  is  not  willing 
publickely  to  practice  it  without  some  particular  licence  or  allowance 
from  Authority  as  the  Law  directs,  There  being  likewise  no  other 
Chirurgeon  in  those  parts,  The  Court  rec’d  full  satisfaction  of  the 
abilityes  of  ye  sd  Mr-  Wood  in  that  faculty.  They  do  allow  of  his 
practice  in  chirurgery  of  which  all  persons  concerned  may  take  notice 
accordingly.” 

Jonas  Wood  died  in  Huntington,  June  12,  1689.  He  made  his  will 
there  February  20,  1688,  which  was  not  proven  until  April  15,  1692. 
His  wife  is  not  named  and  it  is  fair  to  assume  she  pre-deceased  its 
making.  He  mentions  his  son  Jonas,  leaving  him  “all  my  chirurgeons 
instruments  and  concernments  of  that  kind  as  salves,  paper  for  direc¬ 
tions,  etc.,”  also  land  next  to  that  of  “my  son  Epenetus  Platt;  son 
Isaac  Platt,  giving  him  land  “which  was  my  father’s,  in  Josias’s  Neck” ; 
daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Phebe.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
John  Conkling.  She  was  baptized  in  Salem,  Mass,  January  18,  1649. 

3.  PHEBE  WOOD,  daughter  of  Jonas  and  Elizabeth  (Conkling) 
Wood,  married  in  Huntington,  L.  I.,  during  March,  1667,  Epenetus 
Platt,  born  July  12,  1640,  died  1693.  She  died  late  in  1696  or  early 
in  1697.

3.  ELIZABETH  WOOD,  daughter  of  Jonas  and  Elizabeth  (Conk¬ 
ling)  Wood,  married  Isaac  Platt,  September  15,  1665.  He  died  July 
31,  1691.
